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^Israeli arms sale 
xto U.S. blocked

Washington. - in a last-minute 
vil'iQi- setback for Israel, two U.S. Senators 
£ have successfully blocked the com- 


pletiou of a massive Israeli sale of 
Vjij, mortars to the Pentagon.

Authoritative U.S. sources yester- 
day said that the blocking action was 
■coordinated by Republican Senator 
Barry Goldwater of Arizona and 
Democrat Sam Nunn of Georgia, 
both of the Armed Services Commit- 
tee. 

Their action represented a serious 
disappointment to Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, who had been led to 
believe that the sale would be wrap- 
ped up during his Washington visit 
last week. 

1 The sale, according to U.S. and 
Israeli sources, is estimated to be 
worth several hundred million dol- 
lars, spread out over many years, a 
significant boost to Israeli exports. 

Goldwater and Nunn wrote to the 
Pentagon after learning that the 
Israeli sale was virtually completed. 
They suggested that there had not 
been enough competitive bidding 
involving potential U.S. contractors. 

Until now, Israel’s major competi- 
tion for the sale had come from 
Britain, a member of Nato. Britain 
earlier had supplied mortars to the 
U.S. Army. But American procure- 
ment officers, in staged contests be- 
tween the two types, had been more 


impressed in recent months by 
Israel's mortars. 

Before leaving Washington for 
New York last Wednesday, Rabin 
hinted at this setback, although he 
declined to provide specifics. 

At a news conference following 
his session with President Reagan at 
the White House, Rabin was asked 
about pending Israeli sales o'f milit- 
ary equipment to the U.S. armed 
forces. “I believe there were certain 
positive developments," he said. 

But he then pointedly added: “We 
have fewer problems with the admi- 
nistration than with certain members 
of the Senate." He declined to cite 
any names. 

U.S. and Israeli officials yesterday 
said he was dearly referring to the 
Goldwater-Nunn letter. The offi- 
cials said that the sale would have 
been concluded had it not been for 
that letter. 

Israeli military offitials - backed 
by an array of American and Israeli 
consultants and lobbyists - had been 
pushing hard for the mortar sale for a 
long time. It was expected to repre- 
sent the single largest Israeli export 
to foe U.S. ever. 

U.S. and Israeli offidals said the 
letter has'not completely killed the 
transaction. But the Pentagon is 
going to have to prove to Goldwater 
and Nunn that the Israeli-made mor- 
tars are the best buy -finand ally and 
qualitatively. 


Bonn police hunt killer 
of arms producer 


-BONN- - West German police 
yesterday were hunting the killers of 
Reading arms industrialist Ernst Zim- 
_mermann, 55. victim of a terrorist 
'attack at his Munich home for which 
The outlawed Red Army Faction has 
daimed responsibility. 

A police spokesman in Munich 
said police had received some 80 
items of information on the murder,

but as yet had no firm dues as to the 
identity of the attackers. 

Police have said they were taking 
the terrorist group’s claim seriously 
and have launched a nationwide 
hunt for die gunman and his female 
accomplice, both said to be in their 
20s. 

Zimm ermann was shot once in the 
head by a young man who forced his 
. way into the house on. Friday after 
the industrialist's wife opened the 
door for a young woman who 
daimed to have a letter for hand 
delivery. 

Zimmermann, the head of the 
Aerospace and Armaments Industry 
Association, later died of his injuries 
in hosptial. 

The federal prosecutor's office in 
Karlsruhe told Reuters there were 
no indications at present that two 
suspected Red Army Faction mem- 
bers who have been named in press 
and television reports were responsi- 
ble for the attack.

1; metres deep and the road was 
f closed. On the road from Holon to 
ajHe Rishon Lezion industrial area, 


several cars were struck in half- 
metre pools and the drivers had to 
wait on the roofs for tractors to 
rescue them. 

A spokesman for Mekorot, the 
national water company, said yester- 
day that the weekend rain had added 
considerably to the country’s water 
supply. But much more rain is 
needed to make up for a deficit 
caused by irrigation and overuse of 
underground water reserves, he 
said. 

The spokesman said that most 
reservoirs are still empty. The level 
of Lake Kinneret is still two metres 
lower than its maximum, he said , but 
rain water is expected to begin 
reaching the lake today. 

In many settlements in the south 
of the country, rainfall on Friday and 
yesterday reached 50mm. , and water 
was flowing in Negev wadis for the 
first time this season.

Rabin: Shi’ite terror 
is great threat to north

NEW YORK. - Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin on Friday cast strong 
doubts on the value of Israel’s cam- 
paign in Lebanon, pointing to the 
rise of Shi'ite terrorism and to Syria's 
emergence as the political victor of 
the 1982 invasion. 

In a speech to the Conference of 
Presidents of Major Jewish Orga- 
nizations, Rabin said that it had 
become necessary to withdraw the 
IDF from Lebanon because of the 
alarming growth of Shi’ite terrorism. 
According to Rabin, ‘‘Shi’ite terror- 
ism carries 'with it a much greater 
danger in my opinion than PLO 
terrorism. If as a result of the war in 
Lebanon we will have succeeded in 
eliminating to a large extent the PLO 
terrorists, but will have brought ab- 
out Shi’ite terrorism, one will have 
to think twice about what really 
proved to be the results of this war.” 

Rabin spoke about the situation in 
Lebanon in a much more candid 
manner than Jewish leaders here are 
accustomed to bearing from Israeli 
government offidals. 

He said, "Syria came out of the 
war in Lebanon with the upper hand 
vis-a-vis Israel in terms of deciding 
the political future of Israel. They 
won in that respect." 


He added, “The government of 
Lebanon today is completely under 
Syria’s control. There can be no 
agreement with the Lebanese with- 
out Syrian approval. This is very 
unpleasant, but it is a fact of life.** 
Rabin stressed also that the 
national unity government is no lon- 
ger committed to repeated pledges 
by former prime minister Menachem 
Begin that the invasion of Lebanon 
had removed forever the danger of 
rockets launched from Lebanon hit- 
ting dvilian targets in Israel. 

..According to Rabin. "We are not 
promising any more mat not one 
Katyusha rocket will fall on an 
Israeli settlement. No one can pre- 
vent that, just as we cannot prevent 
the explosion of a bomb in Jerusalem 
or Tel Aviv by terrorists. ” 

He added, “What we have to do is 
to prevent terrorism from interfering 
with the normal way of life of our 
population in the northern pan of 
our country, just as we have suc- 
ceeded to do it in other parts of the 
country." 

Rabin said that although Israel has 
agreed to withdraw from Southern 
Lebanon within six months, it re- 
tains the option to return if terrorists 
again try to build up their forces in 
the area.

Militia leaders leave Sidon 
as Israeli withdrawal nears 


SIDON (Reuter). - Two pro-Israeli 
militia leaders left the Sidon area 
yesterday as Israeli troops prepared 
to leave the tity in the first stage of 
the three-phase withdrawal from 
South Lebanon, Lebanese security 
sources said. 

They said Hussein Akkar. a com- 
mander of the “national guard” mili- 
tia near the Palestinian refugee camp 
of Ein Hilwe, left with several of his 
men for a border village not covered 
by the first phase of the pullout. 

Mahmoud Habli, a “national 
guard” leader known as “the cap- 
tain,” left Sidon earlier yesterday, 
the sources said, without giving his 
destination. Palestinians later 
stormed his headquarters, set it 
ablaze and hoisted a Palestinian flag 
on the roof, they said. 

Akkar and Habli each comman- 


ded up to 75 men armed by Israel. 
The bead of the biggest local pro- 
Israeli “national guard" unit, 
Mohammed al-Gharamti, alias Abu 
Arida, left Sidon by sea last week 
with 25 of his 200 men. 

A member of the South Lebanon 
Army was shot to death late Friday 
when gunmen ambushed his 
motorcycle in Sidon. The shooting 
followed an earlier incident in which 
one SLA militiaman was injured 
when an SLA post on the southern 
edge of Sidon was attacked by men 
with machine guns. 

In Kasmiya, near Sidon. a Palesti- 
nian was shot to death yesterday by 
gunmen who entered his home over- 
night. Reporters said the man was 
believed to have been working with 
the Israelis. 


Haifa virtually sew it up

Scores of arrests in Dehaishe and vicinity

Security forces arrested scores of 
people in Dehaishe refugee camp 
and villages in the vicinity in a Friday 
night operation apparently promp- 
ted by a dramatic increase in unrest 
in the West Bank over the past 10 
days. 

Large numbers of police, rein- 
forced by troops, sealed off the 
camp, adjacent to the main 
Jerasalem-Hebron highway, on Fri- 
day night and detained scores of 
young men said by the Israeli 
spokesmen to be responsible for the 
prolonged unrest in the camp. Simi- 


lar arrests were carried out in vil- 
lages in the vicinity. 

A petrol-bomb was thrown at an 
Egged bus on Friday near Tulkarm. 
No one was hurt and there were no 
injuries. Another petrol bomb, 
primed for throwing, was found in 
the yard of the mukhtar(head man) 
of the al-Aroub refugee camp on the 
way to Hebron. Security forces are 
investigating both incidents. 

Minister without Portfolio Yosef 
Shapira (Morasha) last night called 
for considering renewed use of 
punishments such as expulsion and 
sealing houses, in light of what he 
termed the increase in attacks on 


Jews in Judea and Samaria. 

Friday night’s operation came af- 
ter more than a week of increasingly 
serious attacks on Israeli traffic in 
the West Bank, culminating in a rifle 
attack on an Egged bus near Beth- 
lehem on Wednesday evening. Two 
people were slightly injured in that 
attack. On Thursday Vice Premier 
Yitzhak Shamir on a tour of the area, 
faced angry settlers demanding fir- 
mer security measures. 

Dehaishe has been a frequent 
scene of attacks on passing Israeli 
traffic, including vehicles of Jewish 
settlers form Gush Etzion and Heb-

Foreign reserves sink, 
expected to fall further

Israel's foreign-currency re- 
serves slumped again last month, 
falling below the old “red line" 
mark of three months worth of 
imports. 

The fall in January was 5282 
million, bringing the reserves 
total down to $2,319 billion, and 
meaning that three-quarters of 
the SI. 2b. U.S. aid received on 
November 1 has been swallowed 
up. 

The pace of the decline in 
reserves is not likely to slacken in 
the coming months. Bank of 
Israel figures indicate. 

The continuing fall in foreign- 
currency reserves - in effect, the 
country’s cash in hand to maintain 
regular purchases abroad - is re- 
garded by policymakers as the most 
pressing problem facing Israel in the 
coming months. The very heavy debt 
repayments scheduled throughout 
this year, and the constant imba- 
lance between imports and exports, 
ensure that the reserves will con- 
tinue to disappear every month. 


In December the decline was 
$220m. and overall the last three 
months have seen a fall of SSS5m. 
Thus the great bulk of che'S1.2b. in 
U.S. economic aid that Israel re- 
ceived last November for the fiscal 
year 1984-85 has been spent within 
three months. As of last week, the 
U.S. administration had still not 
committed itself to granting any sup- 
plementary aid for this year. 

According to the Bank of Israel, 
most of the fall in reserves was 
caused by government withdrawals, 
rather than purchases by the private 
sector. The bulk of this use of the 
funds was to repay maturing debts or 
interest on outstanding debts. 

The bank prefers to make this 
distinction between dollars going to 
repay debts rather than to'finance 
imports, in the hope that it will help 
to balance the overall picture of the 
country’s foreign-currency position. 
Debt repayments represent a can- 
celling of liabilities, while import 
purchases have no counterbalancing 
positive impact. 

From a policy position, the central 
bank had no new recommendations 
for the government, following these 
figures. The bank stands behind its 


oft-repeated advice to cut govern- 
ment expenditures and to reduce 
both public and private demand in 
the economy, so that both the ba- 
lance of payments deficit and the 
budget deficit decline. 

The huge monetary injection, 
commonly” called “printing." is 
simply the obverse side of the fall in 
reserves, according to most econom- 
ists. The excess demand financed by 
the government's overspending 
finds”its way. sooner or later, into 
imports of goods and services - and 
shows up in the fail in reserves. 

January's injection of IS 177.4b.. 
which was equivalent to some 
$270m. was almost double Decem- 
ber's figure. ISl08.5b. of this re- 
sulted from “real" activities of the 
Treasury, which was about the same 
real level of expenditure as in De- 
cember. 

The major item on the expense 
side was the cost of subsidized basic 
food and fuel, power and water, 
during the ?-month package deal. 
This rose to almost IS80b.. twice 
December's level. On the other 
hand, tax receipts rose in January, 
for the first time in many months.

New prices effective tomorrow

The new prices under Package 
Deal II go into effect tomorrow 
morning, but changes are possible by 
the end of the week as manufactur- 
ers and professionals appeal against 
the official controlled price list final- 
ized on Friday. 

The new prices, agreed on by the 
Package Deal II Follow-up Commit- 
tee - consisting of Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda’i, Histadrut 
secretary-general Yisrael Kessar and 
Manufacturers Association Chair- 
man Eli Hurvitz - are to be pub- 
lished late tonight. 

Unlike the 410-item maximum 
price list published for Package Deal 
I. which ends today, the new one 
consists of three separate lists. 

• First, there will be a detailed list of 
300 items with their maximum retail 
prices. These are approximately 5 
per cent higher than the level of the 
current prices freeze. 

The second list will be a classfied 


one - giving groups of products 
rather than individual items - and 
allows for price increases ranging 
from 2 to 20 per cent, depending on 
the product grouping. 

The third list, like the first, is a 
detailed one, and includes products 
with a no price increase. 

Among the items on the third list 
are toilet paper, locally- 
manufactured refrigerators, tomato 
ketchup, locally-made carpets, 
towels, and gramophone records. 

Unlike the price list for Package 
Deal I, which was valid for 90 days, 
the three new lists have no time 
limit. This means that new lists could 
replace these three whenever the 
Package Deal Follow-Up Commit- 
tee derides on changes. 

Sales prices or rental fees for hous- 
ing are not included in the new 
controls. As for long-term contracts 
initiated during the new package 
deal period, those between business 
organizations are not controlled, 
while those involving a consumer as 


an individual are subject to the con- 
trols. 

A professional committee, 
headed by David Brodet of the In- 
dustry and Trade Ministry - which 
was responsible for the implementa- 
tion of the November-February 
package deal - is to meet later in the 
week to consider appeals about the 
posted prices. 

Brodet’s committee, which will 
include officials from all three par- 
ties to the agreement, will start work 
with two main issues on its agenda: 
Exemptions and one-time price 
rises. 

Certain products and services may 
be compivtdy exempted from tiic 
controls imposed in ihe programme, a 
Treasury source said. Food produc- 
ers are trying to get such exemp- 
tions, warning that if their concerns 
are forced to freeze prices while the 
cost of raw materials rises, they will 
lose their profitability. But their 
threats Thursday to withdraw from 
the agreement were not carried out

However, it said the involvement 
of Werner Lotze and Barbara Meyer 
could not be ruled out. Both are 
wanted on charges of suspected 
membership of the outlawed leftist 
guerrilla group. 

Zimmermann was shot in a bed- 
room. after being tied up by the 
couple who gained admission to his 
house. They escaped leaving Zim- 
mermann’s wife bound and gagged.

Until Zimmermann's death, there 
had only been one fatality . u young 
man who died last week when a 
bomb he was trying to plant at a 
Stuttgart computer centre exploded. 

The Red Army Faction last month 
proclaimed it had formed a joint 
front with French Direct Action ter- 
rorists. who claimed responsibility 
for the murder of a senior defence 
ministry armaments official in Paris 
last week.

Friday, police said. 

One person was slightly injured by 
flying glass. No one claimed respon- 
sibility for the attack, the second this 
week against Naio interests in Por- 
tugal. 

The explosions, apparently from 
home-made bombs, went off every 
few minutes from 1:54 a.m. until 
2:24 a.m. a police spokesman said. 

The cars, almost all Mercedes 
bearing distinctive foreign military 
licence plates, belonged to the Ger- 
man side ot Air Base 1 1. an airfield 
used for pilot training. 

The a Mack the first against the 
West German base here, came a 
week after the U.S. State Depart- 
ment announced American embas- 
sies and Nato installations around 
Europe had been put on full alert 
against possible terrorist attacks. 

That announcement followed a 
score of attacks on Nato interests by 
French. West German. Belgian and 
Portuguese terrorists in recent 
weeks. 

Last Monday, the Portuguese 
Popular Forces of April 25 claimed 
responsibility for the mortar shelling 
of three Nato frigates docked in 
Lisbon's port. The three shells fell 
wide of their mark, causing no dam- 
age or injuries.

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State Dept reports on 
Soviet arrests of Jews 


WASHINGTON (AP). - Eleven 
Soviet Jews were arrested and four 
were sentenced to labour camps in 
the past six months as part of what 
the U.S. State Department on Fri- 
day called a major crackdown on 
Hebrew teachers and other Jewish 
cultural activists in the Soviet Union. 

The arresrs “Were accompanied 
by a series of searches, beatings and 
threats which have sent shock waves 
through the Soviet Jewish commun- 
ity.” "said the report, titled "the 
Soviet crackdown on Jewish cultural 
activists.” 

The crackdown., which the State 
Department said began in late July 
1984. was "a deliberate and ongoing 


campaign of arrests and intimidation 
targeted at the activist Jewish com- 
munity in the Soviet Union by Soviet 
authorities,” a State Department 
spokesman told reporters Friday. 

The findings were delivered on 
Thursday by Assistant Secretary of 
State for European Affairs Richard 
Burt ro Mom's Abram, chairman of 
the National Conference on Soviet 
Jewry, and were made public Friday. 

, Among those arrested was Alex 
ander Kholmyansky, a Moscow 
Hebrew teacher, who was detained 
July 26 in Estonia on charges of 
hooliganism. A pistol and ammuni- 
tion reportedly were found in his 
parents' apartment.

on Lebanon pullback motion

Alignment and Likud ministers 
are likely to confer today or tomor- 
row on the withdrawal from Leba- 
non to try to avoid a parliamentary 
crisis on Tuesday which could 
embarrass the national unity govern- 
ment. 

Alignment faction chairman Rati 
Edri last night called on Vice Pre- 
mier Yitzhak Shamir to make sure 
that the Likud faction does not step 
out of line on Tuesday when De- 
fence Minister Yitzhak Rabin makes 
a government statement in the ple- 
num on the cabinet decision to with- 


draw the troops from Lebanon. 

Edri believes that following the 
Likud initiative in the Knesset Fore- 
ign Affairs and Defence Committee 
criticizing the withdrawal decision, 
some Likud MKs might table a critic- 
al resolution summing up the debate 
and the Rabin statement. 

Edri believes that those Likud 
Knesset members who criticize the 
IDF withdrawal so vocally are really 
acting out of internal party consid- 
erations. However, Edri noted, the 
result is to sap the trust of the Galilee 
residents in the IDF and to cast a 
cloud on the wisdom of the analysis 
of the general staff. 


Weizman would meet Arafat, if...

Minister without Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman said on Friday that he 
would be prepared to meet PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat if the latter 
recognized Israel. 

In an interview in Ha' a ret z, Weiz- 
man said that a Likud government 
had made an indirect agreement 
with the PLO in 1981, as a result of 
which not one shell had fallen on 
Galilee for nearly a year prior to the 
Lebanon war. 


Weizman also told the paper that 
he would be prepared to give up 
Taba to the Egyptians. If the whole 
of Sinai had been relinquished, said 
Weizman, what is the sense in refus- 
ing to give back a further 450 dunams 
of Taba. 

The minister admitted he would 
prefer another job in the cabinet to 
that which he was doing; but said he 
saw his task of dealing with the 
Israeli Arab community as challeng- 
ing and satisfying.

TEL AVIV. - The Jordanian-PLO 
rapprochement has led to an in- 
crease in terrorist attacks from Jor- 
dan to Israel - notwithstanding re- 
ports that the Jordanian Army has 
been trying to prevent such attacks, 
Minister without Portfolio Moshe 
Arens said on Friday. 

Addressing the Commercial and 
Industrial Club at Beit Sokolow, 
Arens said he could not prove a 
direct link between the recent open- 
ing of the PLO office in Amman and 
the recent attacks in the adminis- 
tered territories. But it is reasonable 


to assume that such a link exists, he 
said. 

On Taba, Arens said he opposes 
making any concessions to Egypt as 
long as Egypt persists in avoiding 
"real peace" and fails to fulfil all its 
treaty obligations, such as returning 
its ambassador to Tel Aviv. 

Arens criticized Minister without 
Portfolio Ezer Weizman for his 
handling of Israeli Arab affairs. 
Arens complained that now that 
Weizman has assumed responsibility 
for this domain and fired the “spe- 
cialists” - a reference to the prime 
minister's adviser on Arab affairs 
Binyamin Gur-Arye - it remains 
“unclear” what his new policy us.

Details of this increase will only be 
published today, but analysts felt 
that the main rise would be in purch- 
ase taxes and import duties on ap- 
pliances that were in great demand 
last month, as consumers took 
advantage of the frozen prices. 

The injection from financial op- 
erations amounted to IS68.9b. Of 
this. IS27.5b. represented the short- 
fall of Treasury income in the capital 
market, compared to its expenses on 
debt repayment and interest. In De- 
cember the Treasury absorbed 
IS27b. in the markets, through sav- 
ings schemes and sale of new bonds. 

This turnaround represents a wor- 
rying development for Treasury 
hopes of maintaining the recent 
good record of recycling internal 
debt. 

The official Treasury line regard- 
ing both the fall in reserves and the 
growing recourse to printing money 
as a method of financing operations, 
was to stress the likely positive im- 
pact that the new package deal 
would have in these areas. 

With less government 'depending 
on subsidies, and increased taxes in 
the pipeline, the Treasury hopes that 
this month will see a meaningful 
improvement, at least as far as the 
monetary injection goes. Beyond 
that, hopes are pinned on the gov- 
ernment's approving and relentless- 
ly implementing the budget cuts in 
its own spending ministries. 

Outside analysts, however, were 
far less sanguine about the eco- 
nomy's prospects in the coming 
months. The fall in reserves means 


that the country could be faced with 
a major crisis in the near future. Top 
bankers have spoken at closed meet- 
ings of senior staff, of a possible 
“cash-crunch" in Israel's ability to 
finance its imports, within 23 
months. 

So far. though, the banks report 
no problems in maintaining trade 
and other interbank credit lines, 
although they admit that raising 
large new loans, particularly long- 
term. is more or less impossible. The 
attitude among foreign bankers, 
they report, is still one of “wait-and- 
see." The waiting is both for the 
Israeli government to take-firm steps 
and for the U.S. government to take 
a clear stand vis-a-vis Israel's econo- 
mic problems. 

Most observers feel that if the 
government were to take steps to 
halt the deterioration in the balance 
of payments, both the Americans 
and the international financial com- 
munity would respond positively.

Kiryar Arba Rabbi Moshe Levin- 
ger has been camped out opposite 
the camp in a small truck for some 
three months in protest against what 
he and the settlers regard as the 
government’s lax policy towards 
Palestinians in the area. His pre- 
sence there has itself prompted rock 
throwing. 

Tension in Dehaishe is not only 
caused by the Jewish settlers, 
however. For months, police and 
security forces have been contending 
with increasingly violent clashes be- 
tween rival groups within the camp. 

The two main rivals are a group 
associated with the various Marxist 
Palestinian parties and a group lead 
by the Ja'aber family. The latter are 
said to have once been associated 
with the Israeli-backed village 


leagues and are linked to various 
Moslem fundamentalist groups. 
There is also a strong pro-Fatah 
movement among the camp resi- 
dents. 

Rivalries among these factions are 
believed to be responsible in part for 
the almost daily rock-throwing and 
petrol bomb attacks on Israeli 
targets. 

Rakah last night condemned the 
arrests as “collective punishment” 
and MK Meir Wilner said the gov- 
ernment “had capitulated to the set- 
tlers and to Rabbi Levinger, who 
were responsible for the increase in 
tension next to the camp.” 

MKs Matityahu Peled and 
. Moh amm ed Miari of the Progressive 
’List for Peace also criticized the 
arrests and said they were prompted 
by political, rather than security, 
considerations.

Move to propose Sharon 
for Histadrut secretary

Herut party allies of Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon are 
seeking to place him at the head of 
the Likud list in the forthcoming 
Histadrut elections. The Histadrut 
Council is shortly to convene to set 
an election date, probably in May. 

Sharon's chief party lieutenant, 
Kiryat Gat Mayor and Herat MK 
David Magen, last night confirmed 
to The Jerusalem Post that he had 
indeed urged publicly that Sharon be 
approached to challenge Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar 
for the top job. 

Magen said he has raised his prop- 
osal in view of the reluctance 
of Deputy Prime Minister David 
Levy to head the Likud Histadrut list 
again. 

Informed Herut sources said that 
this move could well be aimed at 
dislodging Levy from his-power base- 
in the Herat. Histadrut faction,, as 
part of the Sharon camp's grand 
design of taking over the party in 
time for the internal elections sche- 
duled for November. 

Sharon told Kol Yisrael on Friday 
evening that he would be a candidate 
for prime minister in four year's 
time, but that “no one would be 
looking for a prime minister until 
then, “because of the national unity 
government agreement. 

He denied, however, that it was 


his main motivation, telling his inter- 
viewer, “I have less ambition than 
people think. I am interested in 
agriculture, world travel, meeting 
people. My life does not revolve 
around wanting to be prime minis- 
ter.” 

Sharon said that he has been the 
first, after the elections, to meet with 
Prime Minister Peres on the possibil- 
ity of a national unity government. 
There was no confirmation of this 
from Labour Party sources last 
night. Sharon said he had met Peres 
in secrecy with the consent of Shamir 
and that “most of the principles 
which became part of The agreement 
were born at that meeting.” 

In answer to questions about 
Lebanon, he said the main thing is 
protecting the northern settlements 
and that this can be done if four 
principles are strictly observed: 
There must be a 30 kilometre secur- 
ity zone; that zone must be control- 
led by the South- Lebanon Aitny 
forces with whatever Israeli support 
they need to do the jobrlsrael must 
reserve the right to patrol by sea. by 
air and if necessary on the ground; 
the Unifil forces must be redeployed 
at the northern boundary of the 
security zone as a buffer between the 
SLA and Syrian troops or other 
hostile forces. 

Asked if the cabinets decision 
leaves room for implementing these 
principles, he replied that this can 
still be done. 


ICC staff vow to resist appointees

“If we see that a terrorist orga- 
nization is trying again to regain 
control over parts of Southern Leba- 
non. we will be there... By air, by 
land forces, in the size, deployment, 
and tiiTting we will decide. ” 

Noting that the government had 
derided “ chat the IDF should not 
remain in Lebanon “as sitting and 
moving targets" for Shi’ite guerril- 
las, Rabin stated, - “We will not stop 
fighting terrorism. We will fight it in 
a different way.” 

Rabin stressed that Israel is com- 
mitted to carrying out the first stage 
of its three-stage withdrawal from 
Lebanon by February 18. He said he 


hoped that the withdrawal could be 
carried out “in an orderly way” with 
the cooperation of the Lebanese 
government and the UN. but 
emphasized. 

He added. “It has been demanded 
of us that we leave Lebanon. Now 
we will do it of our own will... We 
have decided to stop being the 
policemen of Lebanon. That is not 
our duty, our responsibility or our 
business." 

Rabin's speech to the presidents* 
conference was the high point of a 
busy schedule here that included 
speeches to Israel Bonds and the 
United Jewish -Appeal, interviews 
with Time and Newsweek.

BEIRUT ( AP). - Four small bombs 
exploded within an hour yesterday in 
West Beirut, the mostly Moslem 
sector of the capital, wounding four 
pedestrians and damaging three 
banks. 

Police said they believed the 
banks - Capital Trust. Universal and 
Saradar - were the targets of the 
blasts because of suspicion that they 
were among several banks accused 
of “manipulating” the Lebanese cur- 
rency markets and contributing to 
the growing economic crisis in the 
country. 

Meanwhile in Tripoli, a car packed 
with about 60 kilos of explosives 
killed at least seven people near a 


mosque where 75 mainly teeqage

“It’s true that I bad my own opin- 
ions when the Camp David agree- 
ments were signed, but once the 
Knesset decided and the agreements 
were signed. I have done everything 
I can to make the peace between 
Israel and Egypt work. After all. we 
paid a high price for it.” 

Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee Chairman Abba 
Eban also discussing relations with 
Egypt in a radio interview, said Taba 


is not part of the Land of Israel. We 
don't exactly say “If I forget thee, 
Taba. let my right hand forget its 
cunning.” I for one would have pre- 
ferred to see a more varied agenda 
covering many issues of bilateral 
relations in the talks with Egypt. But 
if the Egyptians are willing to talk to 
us about even one problem we would 
be crazy to ignore the opportunity." 

Shamir also told his radio inter- 
viewer, that the Likud is solidly 
behind Finance Minister Moda'i. 
“Finance ministers always complain 
about not having enough backing, 
theirs is a difficult and thankless 
task.” 


Asked if he was stU “grinding HU 
teeth” in the national unity govern- 
ment, Shamir said; “I never thought 
that life in this type of government 
could be ideal. I think the answer to 
all the problems which arise is for all 
of us to go back and read the coali- 
tion agreement from time to time.” 
On the question of political 
appointments, he argued that the 
vast majority of civil servants are 
identified with the Labour Party, 
and that there is no reason why 
people who support the Likud 
should not have access to senior 
positions provided they are qual- 
ified.' ■ 


Bridges between the religious and non-religious 


Everybody talks about the import- 
ance of dialogue between religious 
and non-religious, citizens - and 
somebody is doing something about 
it.-- 

• Ora Namir (Alignment) raised the 
subject in the Knesset last week in an 
“oral parliamentary question.” Pa- 
rents of 11th grade pupils in Tel 
-Aviv’s Herztiya secondary school 
had complained to her that their 
children had been compelled to take 
part in a four-day “Gesber Seminar” 
in- a religious institution in Safad. 

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon agreed that this activity 
should not be compulsory, but he 
said he favours Gesher’s object of 
bringing religious and non -religious 
pupils together. 

“Me too,” said Namir, “but why 
isn't it a two-way deal? Why are the 
seminars never held in a non- 
religious institution?” 

And Mordechai Bar-On (Citizens 
Rights Movement), a member of 
Gesher’s board of directors, said 
that after 15 years’ cooperation be- 
tween Gesher and the school system, 
it is time to study the results: 

Have any of the non-religious par- 
ticipants in Gesher activities “got 
religion” (hazru buishuva)? And 
have any of the religious participants 
thrown off religion? “It is not our 
intention that either of these two

things should happen,” Bar-On said. 

Mordechai Virsbubski (Shinui) 
suggested that the ideal arrangement 
would be to assign non-religious dis- 
cussion leaders to groups of religious 
pupils, and religious discussion lead- 
ers to groups of non-religious pupils. 

Dr. Daniel Tropper, director of 
Gesher, gave us some of the 
answers. The Gesher building in 
Safad is neutral ground, he says, and 
not a religious hostel. Between 1972 
and 1975, before the building was 
acquired, seminars were even held in 
Ramat Hashofet. a Hashomer Hat- 
zair Kibbutz. “We made the kitchen 
kosher beforehand.” Now 95 per 
cent of Gesher’s activities are held in 
the Safad building, and when there’s 
no room there, other premises are 
rented. The four-day seminars run 
from Wednesday morning to Satur- 
day night. 

The board of directors of “eight or 
so” includes not only Rabbi A din 
Steinsaltz and Tova Lichtenstein 
(wife of Rabbi Aaron Lichtenstein 
and daughter of Rabbi Joseph Dov 
Soleveitchik), but also Prof. 
Seymour Fox, a Conservative Jew, 
Aluf Mishne (res.) Yeshuyahu 


Gazit, former commandant of the 
Air Force Flight School and. like 
Bar-On. non-religious. Gazit was 
attracted to Gesber after hjs son 
attended a se mina r there. 

“Gesher is ‘one-way’ in one re- 
spect only: our activities are all in the 
direction of Jewishness,” Tropper 
says. “The basis for discussion be- 
tween the two sectors must be the 
Jewish culture and the Jewish past. 

“We aim to make the participants 
more Jewish, while leaving open the 
definition of Jewishness. Only last 
night (i.e. last Thursday) the semi- 
nar heard a lecture on “The Jewish- 
ness [or Judaism] of a Secularist.” 
delivered by a non-religious woman. 

Tropper understands parents' 
concern that their children may be- 
come Orthodox, but says that 
Gesher must be clearly distinguished 
from the ba'alei tshuva movement. 
And the concern or fear should not 
lead any serious person to object to 
Gesher's teaching of the Jewish 
tradition. 

As a matter of principle, Tropper 
refuses to say whether the lecturers 
include ba’alei tshuva. “I don’t ask 
them that question, and I am con- 
cerned only with the professional 
qualifications.” 

The best indication that there is no 
problem of indoctrination is that 
Herzliya principal Dr. Carmi Yogev, 


an outstanding non-religious educa- 
tor, has been sending his pupils to 
Gesher seminars for 15 years. And 
they are accompanied by teachers. 
This speaks for itself, Tropper 
thinks. 

He says the change that takes 
place in the religious pupil who is 
exposed to Gesher is just as great as 
that in the non-religious. 

“His understanding of the non- 
religious changes radically. His level 
of tolerance is raised. Together, the 
two groups develop a deep feeling of 
oae-ness. At the end of the seminar, 
the dominant feeling is that despite 
our differences we are all one.” 


Urgent Motions 


Knesset Clerk Samuel Jacobson 
points out an omission in last Sun- 
day's column on the possible aboli- 
tion of urgent motions for the agen- 
da. It is that urgent motions put off 
the ordinary motions - which, objec- 
tively, are not necessarily less impor- 
tant or less urgent. (We were aware 
of this point but neglected to men- 
tion it). 

Jacobson has some interesting fi- 
gures on the subject. From the be- 
ginning of the Knesset term last 
October to January 23, the Knesset 
heard 47 ordinary motions as against 
156 urgent ones. 


'Mail subsidies a boon - mostly for the banks'

Take a look at the contents of your 
mailbox over a week, and it becomes 
obvious that the h anks and other 
commercial companies are the main 
beneficiaries of the 90 per cent gov- 
ernment subsidy of the postal ser- 
vices. 

According to Communications 
Minister Amnon Rubinstein, who is 
vociferously opposed to government 
subtidies of the mails, only about 10 
per cent of the letters sent in Israel 
today are written by private citizens. 
Most of the rest is sent by profit- 
making companies, which enjoy the 
\ Country’s cheap postal services. 

Rubinstein last week persuaded 
the Knesset Finance Committee to 
hike the postal rates by a total of 164 
per cent within a month. 

During an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post recently, Rubinstein 
was frequently interrupted by tele- 
phone rails from MKs and govern- 
ment officials about threatened 
sanctions by postal workers. The 
minister pressed them for support in 
his effort to abolish subsidies of the 
posts. “It’s a vicious circle,” the 
minister says: "Cheap user fees, bad 
service, low worker salaries and a 
ivernment failure to raise fees.” 
Lihe minister is armed with statis- 
tics showing that the cost of a local 
letter here is the equivalent of three 
cents, compared to 20 cents in the 
U;S. 


It’s the same story with the tele- 
phones. The European phone rates 
are four times what they are here, 
and in Europe, local phone calls are 
not unlimited in time: the caller must 
pay more for additional minutes. 

Rubinstein wants to gradually 
abolish the one-token phone call in 
tftie same di alling zone. “We plan to 
do it eventually all over the coun- 
try.” 

' This should deter private citizens 
fromgabbtng for half an hour if they 
know that the longer they talk, the 
higher their phone bill will be. But it 
isn’t likely to affect government 
workers or employees of private 
companies who couldn’t care less 
how much their personal phone calls 
cost. 

The ministry intends to present 
public service announcements on 


TV calling on citizens to cut their 
phone calls short as a matter of 
public spiritedness. “If callers are 
talking on the phone a long time in 
Jerusalem, this creates pressure on 
lines in the rest of the country,” 
explains the minister. “The phone 
system is like a road, all of whose 
traffic must pass over one bridge.”

Free-trade area treaty ‘will end export subsidies’

The Free-Trade Area treaty (FT A) 
with the U.S. which comes into force 
(after signing by the two govern- 
ments and Congressional approval) 
probably in July, will spell an end to 
Israel’s expart subsidies. 
k • Their elimination is a sine qua non 
Si the eyes of the Americans , accord- 
ing to Nancy Adams, director for 
Africa, Middle East and South Asia 
Affairs in the Office of the U.S. 
Trade Representative. She was 
addressing a seminar in Tel Aviv 
univesity on Thursday. 

This subsidies-ban may have a 
bigger impact on Israel even than the 
reduction of its tariffs. Customs are 
being eliminated in any case on im- 
ports from the European Common 
Market. The addition of the U.S. as 
another tariff-exempt supplier 
should not burden Israel’s compet- 
ing industries further. Prof. Ze’ev 
Hfcsch pointed out. 

Import duties - on goods both 
from the EEC and America - will be 
totally eliminated in Israel by Janu- 
arV 1, 1990< but it is already clear 
^Sioni the reductions enacted so far 
that local firms are not being damged 
niiduly. Those badly hit by tariff cuts 
are entitled to appeal for a slowdown 
ia the liberalization process. Very 
few have done so, according to 
Hbsch. 


Manufacturers have adapted by 
gefurin 


reducing the variety of their pro- 


ducts and concentrating on the most 
profitable. This trend to specializa- 
tion is causing an expansion of inter- 
nal trade within Israel’s industry, as 
factories buy from each other com- 
ponents they previously manufac- 
tured themselves. Changes and con- 
versions there have been - but on the 
whole not closures, he declared. 

Opening speaker was Economics 
Minister Gad Ya’acobi. who made 
two points. The first was that the 
free-trade treaty offers a big oppor- 
tunity to Israel’s exporters. "Our 
sales to the U.S. come at present to 
only 35 per cent of our sales to the 
EEC, which shows that Israel’s 
marketing effort across the Atlantic 
is only at its beginnings. ” 

Ya’acobi expects that if the FTA is 
duly ratified, exports to that country 
will increase by S2 billion over the 
next four years (the figure for 1984 
was around $1.5b.). 

His second, more controversial 
point was that foreign investment is 
going to increase in Israel. Amer- 
icans will build factories to exploit 
Israel’s free access to the European 
market, and Europeans will do the 
same to penetrate the American 
market. 

But Hirsch took issue with that 
statement. Tariff-barriers in Europe 
and the U.S. are not so high as to 
justify the expense of creating a 
subsidiary in a foreign country like 
Israel, whose labour costs are not 
low, and whicb is geographically far 
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away both from the investing com- 
pany's home base (say. Germany) 
and its end-market (America). 

“Should a German company want 
to duck the American tariff, it might 
just as well create a daughter com- 
pany inside the U.S. itself,” he sug- 
gested. 

More likely to happen is increased 
investment in the opposite direction, 
by Israel in Europe and the U.S. The 
export of high-technology products, 
Israel's speciality, requires the supp- 
ly of associated services. These must 
be located on the spot - and their 
cost can amount to half the export 

bin. 

“Last year 400 undertakings ap- 
plied for permission to open daugh- 
ter concerns abroad. The State Con- 
trol Committee of the Knesset ex- 
pressed itself as being shocked at 
what it chose to see as the export of 
capital. I’m worried at their being 
shocked," Hirsch stated, adding: “If 
we ban projects of this kind on the 
ground that they involve dollar out- 
lays overseas, we shall lose more 
than we’ll gain from ouf free trade 
treaty with the U.S.” 

Moshe Semadar, adviser on fore- 
ign trade to the industry minister, 
was not dismayed at the prohibition 
of export subsidies. “We shall have 
to foil back on the adoption of realis- 
tic exchange-rates, and there is 
something to be said for that,” 

If the challenge of the treaty is 
taken up, opportunities are impress- 
ive. Israel already has a partial 
arrangement for tariff-free access to 
the American market under the GSP 
(General System of Preferences) 
accorded to developing countries. 
The export of Israeli goods affected 
by the GSP increased fourfold, from 
SllOm. in 1976 to $450m. in 1983. 

Under the FTA not all tariffs will 
be reduced at the same rate. The 
great majority will have free entry in 
1990, but the tariff on sensitive items 


(mainly textiles to the U.S., and 
clothing to Israel) will not reach zero 
until 1995. On ultra-sensitive ones 
the reduction will only begin in 1990, 
though the deadline for them is like- 
wise 1995. 

Semadar stressed that Israel is 
exempted not only from American 
tariffs but also from import quotas, 
which American legislation permits 
in "safeguard clauses.” 

Nancy Adams made it known that 
the FTA - America's first bilateral 
treaty of this kind - represents a 
radical departure from the multi- 
lateral approach that is normally 
favoured. “The turning-point came 
in November 1982. when we tried to 
initiate a new round of multilateral 
tariff reductions in GATT. We came 
out very disappointed. 

"The treaty with Israel is impor- 
tant as a precedent, and was drafted 
as a model format for possible nego- 
tiation with other countries.” So far 
there appears to be no great rush. 
“The Canadians approached us, but 
their present government is not 
actively pursuing the matter. 

"We have also had preliminary 
talks with Asean (the Association of 
South-East Asian Nations). This 
group consists of six countries with 
different economies and different 
tariff systems. I don’t see how a FTA 
can be concluded with them all, the 
most we can probably achieve is 
more liberalization. 

Producers in the U.S. were initial- 
ly apprehensive that while the 
Israelis would have free entry to 
their economy, balance-of-payment 
difficulties might later cause a with- 
drawal of the privileges accorded to 
the Americans. 

Adams’s answer was that while 
the two governments are allowed to 
impose emergency tariffs in situa- 
tions of crisis, they have agreed - to 
placate this fear -"that the margin of

Habad school ordered to take Ethiopians

The Education Ministry will with- 
draw its recognition from a Habad 
school in Upper Nazareth if the 
school continues to refuse to accept 
Ethiopian children, ministry 
Director-General Eliezer Shmueli 
announced Friday. 


Shmueli told Yossi Levi, director 
of the ministry’s northern district, to 
talk to the principal of the Habad 
school immediately and tell him “in 


uo uncertain terms” to follow minis- 
try directives to accept Ethiopians. 

The principal's refusal to take the 
Ethiopian children is based on in- 
structions from the Habad hasidic 
movement, which claims that it is not 
yet clear if the Ethiopians are Jew- 
ish. 

Shmueli said it is unthinkable that 
a state-recognized school would fol- 
low directives from outsiders. 

He also said he had met with 
former Sephardi chief rabbi Ovadia 


Yosef who gave him a handwritten 
statement saying: “The Falashas are 
descended from the tribes of Israel. 
I've ruled that in my humble opinion 
the Falas has are Jews and we are 
obligated to speed their aliya and to 
educate them according to the 
Tora?" 

A Habad spokesman earlier told 
The Jerusalem Post that the move- 
ment is waiting for unanimi ty among 
top rabbis on the Ethiopians' status 
before helping to absorb them. 


Om Terrorism will trouble north for years

Terrorist attacks in the north will 
be a problem for years to come, but 
Israel will do everything possible to 
prevent terrorists in Southern Leba- 
non from regaining the strength they 
had before the invasion of Lebanon, 
Aluf Ori Orr, OC Northern Com- 
mand, said on Israel Television on 
Friday evening. 


He said he had no doubt the 
terrorists would try to return to 
Sidon, and would probably succeed. 


“There will undoubtedly be a -war 
between the different communities 
in Sidon,” he said. “Sidon is like a 
miniature Beirut, with Christians, 
Shi’ites and S unnis . 

Who will win the war among them 
remains to be seen .” 

He said the terrorists would try to 
regain a foothold in other areas, too. 
“In some places, they may succeed; 
in others they are weak and will fail. 
I can promise that we will make sure 
the residents in the north have a 
reasonably normal life,” he said. 
“But we cannot promise that there 


won't be Katyushas.” 

He said equipment is being re- 
moved from areas to be vacated by 
the IDF ahead of schedule. 

In the last few days of the evacua- 
tion there will be no convoys of 
heavy vehicles moving southward 
toward the border, because these 
convoys would present easy targets. 
Therefore, a great deal of equipment 
is being moved now, even though its 
absence makes life less comfortable 
for tire soldiers. 

“Safety is more important than 
comfort,” be said. 


Gur-Arye order 
cancelled 


The .National Labour Court on 
Friday cancelled a temporary injunc- 


tion, issued by the Tel Aviv Labour

Court, forbidding the government 
from dismissing the prime minister’s 
Arab affairs adviser, Binyamin Gur- 
Arye. The court agreed to the state's 
proposal, whereby Gur-Atye would 
go on paid leave, with his tide intact, 
until the case in the Tel Aviv court is 
completed. 

The state argued that Gur-Atye is 
not being dismissed, but that his job 
is being eliminated within the 
framework of a new policy for deal- 
ing with Israel’s minority communi- 
ties. 

The state told the court that if the 
temporary injunction was made 
permanent, it would be saying that 
the prime minister, the head of the 
nation's executive authority, could 
not decide who was to work for him.

Increase for immigrants, 
grants to be index-linked

New immigrants who are unem- 
ployed or taking training courses and 
who have had to subsist on “starva- 
tion” subsidies from the government 
are to get relief. 


A family of four new immigrants 
receiving subsistence payments dur- 
ing their first six months in the 
country will now receive IS 128 ,3 00 
monthly, compared to only IS76.000 
before the new arrangement. NH 
unemployment benefits, by com- 
parison, total IS157,210 for a family 
of four. 


Immigrants' unemployment 
grants for a family of four will now be 
15128,300, compared to just 
1555,000 previously. 

Following long negotiations be- 
tween the Absorption Ministry and 
the Treasury, it has been agreed to 
grant the immigrants, subsistence 
and unemployment grants that are 
equivalent to 85 to 90 per cent of a 


National Insurance Institute unem- 
ployment grant for non-immigrants. 

The new agreement is a break- 
through for the ministry, as it is .the 
first time it has obtained permission 
from the Finance Ministry to link the 
immigrant grants to the cost-of- 
living index. The unemployment and 
subsistence' grants will be updated 
every month according to the C-o-L 
index. In addition, a check will be 
made every three months to deter- 
mine whether the value of the sub- 
sidies has been eroded. If they have, 
the grants will be increased further.. 

Absorption Minister Ya’acov 
Tsur said on Friday, that the new 
agreement will be of considerable 
help to immigrants who have found 
it difficult to obtain a job or who are 
re-traiiring for a new profession. 

. Allowances for new immigrants 
eroded seriously during the tenure of 
former absorption minister Aharon - 
Uzan, .forcing many immigrants to 
live at the poverty level or to eat up 
savings to meet their daily expenses.

Recovered Soviet missile not cruise, Finns say

HELSINKI l Reuter). - Divers reco- 
vered the main section of a stray 
Soviet rocket from a frozen lake 
yesterday and military officials said 
it was not a cruise missile. 

The main frame and engine of the 
missile, which crashed in Finland on 
December 2S. were lifted from 
frozen Lake Inari in northern Fin- 
land by a military helicopter. The 
nose cone and other debris had been 
picked up earlier. 

Finnish military authorities told 
reporters the debris recovered 
yesterday showed it was “an old- 
type missile dating from 1971-72 and 
without military capacity.’’ 

There had been widespread com- 


ment that the rocket, which sped 
across a tip of Norway before cros- 
sing into Finland, was a cruise mis- 
sile. 

Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger, speaking to the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee on 
Thursday, referred to a Soviet “air 
cruise missile that somehow got 
away from them and was starting to 
work its way across Norway and 
Finland.” 

The Soviet Union and the U.S. 
both deploy large numbers of cruise, 
in effect pilotless aircraft that fly at 
relatively slow speeds and hug the. 
ground to elude radar. 


The Soviet Embassy in Helsinki 
has requested the- return of remnants 
of the missile, which according to 
Moscow went off course while being 
used for target practice in the Ba- 
rents Sea. 

A Foreign Minisriy spokesman 
told reporters no decision on the 
Soviet request wa$ likely until Fin- 
nish President Mauno Koivisto re- 
turned tomorrow from a private trip 
that has taken him to Japan, Austra- 
lia and the U.S. ’ 

The Finnish military would not 
speculate on the precise identity of 
the missile, which they have consis- 
tent! v referred to as an unidentified 


flying object or aerial target. But 
their brief statement indicated that it 
was not a cruise. 

A military spokesman said the 
wreckage, including the jet engine 
which was lifted from the bed of the 
lake yesterday, would be analysed 
by air force experts. 

The missile apparently crashed 
through the ice at high speed from a 
height of several thousand metres. 

The recovery team worked the icy 
waters of Lake Inari in temperatures 
close to minus 40 Centigrade. 

Almost all the wreckage of the 
missile has now been recovered but 
divers are continuing to search for 
remaining debris. 


Iraq beats back Iranian attack, displays prisoners 


BAGHDAD (Reuter). - Iraq said 
its troops repelled an Iranian attack 
at dawn yesterday aimed at retaking 
positions on the central Gulf war 
front captured by Iraq last Thursday. 

A High Command communique 
said Iranian troops had attacked 
positions held by the Iraqi 606th 
brigade for the second straight day 
yesterday, but had been met with 
heavy artillery and mortar fire. 


Belafonte arrested 
in apartheid picket 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Police 
arrested singer Harry Belafonte for 
demonstrating outside the South 
African Embassy in the latest protest 
against the Pretoria government's 
race segregation policies. 

Police said Belafonte and four 
others, including a 11-year-old girl, 
were arrested Thursday for violating 
a rule that bars demonstrations with- 
in 165 metres of a foreign embassy. 

The Free South Africa movement 
has organized daily protests outside 
the South African Embassy since 
November 21 and more than 600 
people, including several U.S. con- 
gressmen and mayors, have been 
arrested. 


It said 237 Iranians were killed and 
many others wounded, bringing Ira- 
nian dead in the past three days’ 
fighting on this sector to nearly 700.

Chile extends state of siege 


SANTIAGO (AF>. - The Chilean 
military government decreed a 90- 
day extention of the state of siege 
yesterday, retaining curbs on the 
press and public gatherings that 
effectively ban opposition political 
activity throughout Chile. 

A decree signed by President Au- 
gusto Pinochet and published with- 
out comment in the official bulletin 
resolved to maintain the clampdown 
until May 6 because of what it called 
a "state of internal convulsion" in 
the country. 

Pinochet, an army general in pow- 
er since a 1973 coup? ignored inter- 
national protest and defections of 
key civilians from his government 


over the restrictions he imposed last 
November 6. 

Pinochet, empowered by his own 
constitution to rule at least until 
1989. imposed the crackdown to 
combat resurgence of mass portests 
calling for a swift return to democra- 
cy. 

By eliminating a programme of 
political liberalization begun in mid- 
1983. the general came into conflict 
with many of his civilian supporters 
as well as the U.S. government. 
President Reagan's administration 
had effectively delayed a vote by the 
Inter-American Development Bank 
on a proposed Sl30-million loan to 
Chile, hoping to pressure Pinochet 
to lift the siege. 


Daughter killed for bad exam results 


KASUKABE. Japan (Reuter). - A 
34-year-old woman strangled her 
daughter because she was doing bad- 
ly at school and lied about her ex- 
amination results, police said Fri- 
day. 

The woman told police she was 
worried because her 11-vear-old 
daughter was not doing well at 
school and had lied. 


Police said she told them that 
when her daughter returned late 
from school on Wednesday she be- 
came hysterical and strangled the 
child. She was not yet been charged.

Vietnamese advance, take 
two Khmer Rouge bases

ARANYAPRATHET, Thailand 
(AP). - Vietnamese forces culmin- 
ated two days of ground and artillery 
attacks Friday by seizing two Khmer 
Rouge guerilla outposts about 60 
kilometres south of this key border 
town, Thai military officers said. 

Col. Chettba Thannajaro. deputy 
commander of the eastern (border) 
task force, said some 18,000 civilians 
fled into Thai territory after the 
fighting at the guerrilla outposts of 
Phnom Tuek and Phnom Angkor- 
pan. 

Another Thai military source said 
the guerrillas of the Khmer Rouge 
474 division yesterday morning 
attacked the Vietnamese fire bases 
at Phnom Mark Hoeun and Niithom 
Mark Hoeum, triggering retaliatory 
fire from Vietnamese artillery and 
mortar guns and rocket launchers. 
Contacted by telephone, Chettna 
said one Vietnamese battalion 
attacked the Khmer Rouge at 
Phnom Tuek while another struck at 
Phnom Angkorpan. He said the 
Vietnamese battalion was comprised 
off about 300 men but could not 


provide an estimate of Khmer 
Rouge troops in the area. 

Chettna said some 18,000 civilians 
fleeing the fighting crossed Klong 
Nam Sai. a canal forming the Thai- 
Kampuchea boundary. Civilians 
fleeing the six-year-old war are cared 
for by the United Nations border 
relief operations. 

Early Saturday, the Vietnamese 
used loudspeakers just across the 
border from Aranyaprathet, warn- 
ing the Thais not to support the 
guerrillas. It said if Thailand fired 
artillery into Kampuchea, ‘Thailand 
will be responsible for any incident 
which may occur.” 

The broadcast in both Thai and 
Kampuchean languages could be 
heard at this town about five 
kilometres from the border. 

Thai and Vietnamese forces some- 
times engage in limited clashes dur- 
ing Vietnam's dry season offensive. 
The Vietnamese accuse the Thais of 
giving the resistance artillery sup- 
port, while the Thais say the Viet- 
namese intrude into Thai territory to 
pursue the guerrillas. 


Nun, priest and pop star in 
trial of Italian crime gang 


NAPLES (AP). - A nun, a priest, a 
popular singer and 249 other sus- 
pected members and supporters of 
the Camorra crime organization are 
to go on rrial tomorrow in the first of 
three such proceedings against the 
Neapolitan version of the Mafia. 

The trial is one of three for 640 
suspects rounded up in a nationwide 
crackdown in June, 1983, dubbed by 
Italian newspapers as "Black Fri- 
day” for organized crime. 

Most of the arrests were aimed at a 
clan of the Naples-based crime gang 
known as the New Organized 
Camorra. led by jailed crime boss 
Raffaele Cutolo. 

The trial is to take place amid 
massive security at a specially con- 
structed building inside the Pog- 
gioreale prison. 


All the suspects are accused' of 
criminal association, a catch-all 
charge used to prosecute suspected 
gangsters. Some also are charged 
with drug trafficking and extortion. 

Among the defendants is Sister 
Aldina Murelli. The Roman Catho- 
lic nun, 57, is accused of acting as a 
"courier” for Cutolo. Clutching a 
bible to her chest, she was hauled off 
from her convent of the Daughters 
of Charity of Jesus’ Precious Blood 
in Ercolano near Naples. 

She warned police that "you will 
not thwart my faith... I want to save 
everybody, especially Cutolo.” 
Cutolo is serving a 10-year prison 
term in the maximum security island 
prison of Asinara for charges rang- 
ing from drug smuggling to extor- 
tion. 


Javanese palace fire destroys art treasures 


JAKARTA (Reuter). - Fire exten- 
sively damaged one of Indonesia's 
best-known Javanese palaces early 
yesterday destroying art treasures 
and leaving the main pavilion a char- 
red ruin. 

A military spokesman in Jakarta 
said the fire broke out last night at 
the 17th century royal palace in Solo 
and raged for six hours. 

The spokesman said the palace, a 
major tourist attraction, was closed 
at the time and there were no in- 
juries. The cause was being investi- 
gated. 

The palace burned just 11 days 
after bombs damaged an ancient 
Buddhist temple at nearby Borobo- 
dur. 
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The fire destroyed priceless gold 
sculptures, crystal chandeliers and 
rare porcelain. 

The palace, built around 1670, 
was one of the finest and oldest 
Javanese examples of a walled, forti- 
fied temple city built in the Indian 
tradition. 

Gov’t shuffle in Zaire 

KINSHASA (Reuter). - Zairean 
President Mobutu Sese Seko on Fri- 
day announced a major government 
reshuffle that included the replace- 
ment of Foreign Minister Umba di 
Lute tea. 

The foreign affairs portfolio went 
to Mokolo wa Pombo.

France recalls ambassador to New Delhi 


NEW DELHI (AP). - France said 
Friday it has recalled its ambassador 
to India, a move Indian news reports 
tied to an espionage scandal and the 
departure of another French diplo- 
mat less than two weeks ago. 

Indian intelligence agents con- 
tinued their investigation of the mat- 
ter, and in Kashmir state at least six 
army men, including a major and a 
captain, were reported arrested Fri- 
day in connection with the case. 

The government has said it has not 
yet determined . whether the CIA, 
the French Secret Services, the 
Soviet KGB or another espionage 
agency was involved in the leak of 
classified information . It has not said 
what secrets were involved. 


India's Foreign Ministry 
announced Friday that France was 
withdrawing Ambassador Serge 
Boidevaix. News reports said the 
recall was at India's request. 

In Paris, a .government statement 
said Boidevaix would return to take 
over as the third-ranking Foreign 
Ministry official as of June 1. It said 
France w as seeking Indian agree- 
ment for an ambassador to replace 
Boidevaix. 

There was no explanation why 
Boidevaix was returning to France 
months before his appointment as 
the ministry’s assistant secretary- 
general, the no. 3 office in the Fore- 
ign Ministry. But the ministry did 
say, without elaborating, that his 


term in India ended Friday. 

Lt.-Col. Alain Bolley. deputy 
militarv attache at the French 
Embassy, was named in local news 
reports as the "main foreign link" in 
the espionage ring. He was recalled 
January 20. 

The Statesman said Indian officials 
were "incensed over the deep in- 
volvement" of Bolley and that 
Boidevaix's recall was "to appease 
the Indian government." 

News reports have accused Bol- 
ley. an air force officer, of giving 
Indian secrets to the CIA- But 
yesterday, the Hindustan Times 
quoted "official sources" as saying 
Bolley may also have spied for the 
Soviet Union. 


Proposed U.S. budget sees $ 180 b. deficit 


WASHINGTON (AP). - Hie first 
budget of President Reagan's second 
term will run a deficit of nearly $ 180 
billion, with S40b. in new domestic 
spending cuts nearly offset by a 
proposed $30b. increase in military 
spending,, officials say. 

The president's budget, to be sub- 
mitted to Congress for approval 
tomorrow, calls for a total of 
$973.7b. in federal spending for the 
fiscal year that begins next October 
1, according to the documents and 
officials. L , 

The president’s budget proposal 
forecasts revenues of S174b. The 
S180b. deficit for fiscal 1986 com- 
pares with the deficit of $222b. ex- 
pected for this year. 

The spending plan projects declin- 
ing deficits through the end of the 
decade. But annual deficits would 
not fall below SlOOb. until 1990. well 
after Reagan leaves office. 

• Spending in fiscal 1986 would rise 


1 .5 per cent over current outlays, the 
lowest increase since the mid-1960s. 
The administration estimates total 
spending for fiscal 1985 will be 
$959. lb. 

Defence spending would increase 
12.8 per cent to $277.5b. from 
$246b. Defence would represent 

28.5 per cent of the 1986 budget. 

Even before its formal submis- 
sion, the budget plan - and particu- 
larly its defence component - en- 
countered considerable Congres- 
sional resistance.; • ■ -■ . 

Senate Republicans, working On 
their own deficit reduction plansince 
early last month, have called for a far 
greater degree of military spending 
restraint than evidenced in the 
prospective administration budget. 

However, administration officials 
were continuing negotiations with 
Senate leaders on a possible defence 
compromise even as advance copies 
of the thick printed budget docu- 


ment were being distributed. ' f 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said the overall plan comes 
close to the president's initial target 
of an overall spending freeze . at least 
for domestic programmes. 

The budget proposal is expected 
to recommend a sharp reduction-in 
student loans and farm programmes, 
a 5 per cent pay cut for federal 
workers, elimination of federal sub- 
sidies for several transportation 
programmes, and cancelling prdg- 
. rammes such as revenue sharing for 
cities and counties and the urban 
development action grant program- 
me. 

According to a list of programme 
cuts distributed earlier in the week. 
Medicare and Medicaid payments 
would be frozen - saving $3. 7b. in'* 
19S6 and $16. 6b. over three years. 
Medicare and Medicaid help pay for 
health care for the needy, aged and 
disabled. 


Shultz taking hold of U.S. foreign policy 


WASHINGTON (AP). - Secretary 
of State George Shultz is quietly 
gaining control of U.S. foreign poli- 
cy, reducing the influence of more 
conservative members of President 
Reagan’s administration. 

The departure of UN ambassador 
Jeane Kirkpatrick strengthens 
Shultz’s hand since it removes one 
more centre of gravity from the 
administration. 

The ambassador was forceful in 
advancing her global views. She was 
inclined to a hard-line position, and 
now she will join William Clark, one 
of Reagan's most conservative advis- 
ers. on the sidelines. Clark 
announced bis resignation as secret- 
ary of the interior early in January. 

Shultz is no liberal. A tough ex- 
marine, he shares Reagan's anti- 
communist outlook, but is inclined 
to temper his ideology with pragmat- 
ism. 

He is in the midst of reshuffling 
top State Department jobs and 
ambassadorships at the expense of 
political appointees. Career diplo- 
mats are gaining ground. 

Perhaps bis most important 


strategic move has been to form an 
“alliance” with Robert McFarlane, 
another ex-marine, who is Reagan's 
assistant for national security. The 
two axe working closely together. 

Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger, the third major adviser 
on global issues, is running the risk 
of having his hawkish views isolated 
from the centre of influence. 

The Shuitz-McFarlane collabora- 
tion was strengthened last Septem- 
ber when they planned in secrecy 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko's visit to Washington for 
talks with Reagan. 

Then, last month, McFarlane 
joined Shultz in the Geneva talks 
that produced an agreement to re- 
sume U.S. -Soviet negotiations on 
nuclear weapons. When Shultz tele- 
phoned Reagan with the good news 
of a breakthrough McFarlane 
appeared in photographs looking 
over his shoulder. 

Shultz had suggested to Reagan 
that the national security adviser 
participate in the talks, and the part- 
nership was being intentionally illus- 
trated for all to see. 


Stocks are back in style $lb. pledged for aid to Africa 


NEW YORK (AP). - Fashion re- 
port from Wall Street; Stocks are 
back in style. 

That goes especially for many 
types of stocks that have been shun- 
ned by the trend-conscious investor 
over the past year and a half - 
smaller growth companies, for inst- 
ance, and industries like copper, 
machine tools and even . yes. apparel 
manufacturers. 

After starting January with a feint 
downward that fooled many an ex- 
pert. the stock market rolled up its 
best monthly gain since last summer. 

What impressed many analysts, 
however, was not the size of the 
gain, but its pervasiveness. Of 39 
industry groups tracked by Standard 
and Poor's Corp.. 86 posted adv- 
ances and just three declined for the 
month. 

As a brokerage-house research 
chief was overhead to remark on the 
way home from work on recent 
evening. "If your stocks aren’t doing 
well in this environment, you've got 
a problem.” 

The rally did show signs of fatigue 
late last week. The Dow Jones aver-, 
age of 30 industrialists eked out a 
1 -66-point advance co 1,277.72- 


The New York Stock Exchange 
composite index rose .81 to 103,23, 
and the American Stock Exchange 
market value index was up 3.44 at 
223.96. 

Big Board volume averaged 
130.41 milli ons shar.es a day, against 
149.84 milli on the week before. 

Still, the Dow Jones industrials 
and the NYSE composite hit record 
highs during the week. 

When the market dosed on Thurs- 
day, the Dow sported an advance of 
75.20 points, or more than 6 per 
cent, for the first month of 1985. 

Appropriately enough, the 
strongest single industry group iu 
January, according to Standard and 
Poor's, was the publicly traded 
brokerage firms, which rose 27.8 per 
cent. 

With both the stock and bond 
markets exhibiting signs of vibrant 
health, investors reasoned, what' 
more logical benefidary was there 
than Wall Street itself? Other big 
January winners included some of 
the most downtrodden groups of 
1984, such as copper producers, up 
26.3 per cent, and machine tool 
companies, up 25.3 per cent. 
Apparel stocks gained 28.4 per cent. 


PARIS (Reuter) . - A two-day meet- 
ing of the international aid officials 
has resulted in pledges of more than 
a billion dollars to help African 
countries rehabilitate their battered 
economies, World Bank offidals 
said on Friday. 

But the offidals said only $517 
million of the Sl.lb. pledged will 
come from countries actually joining 
the bank’s new “special facility for 
sub-Saharan Africa.” 

The bank had set a target of $lb. 
for the spedal fund alone but several 
leading nations refused to join it, 
preferring to pledge bilateral, more 
controlled aid instead. 

World Bank Vice President 
Ernest Stem told reporters the total 
pledged at the 23-nation meeting 
was "no more than lunch money” 
compared with the problems Africa 
faces. 


The World Bank promised about 
SISOm. out of its future profits for 
the fund. 

Japan, West Germany. Britain 
and Switzerland refused to join the 
facility but pledged an estimated 
$425m. in "co- financing” aid. This 
will be bilateral but earmarked for 
fund projects. Stem said. 

Tokyo announced it would give 
SlOQm. bilaterally this year and 
probably again in 1986 a'nd 1987. 
Britain. West Germany and Switzer- 
land indicated they would give smal- 
ler amounts. 

The World Bank fund will give 
loans on easy terms for simple pro- 
jects to boost food output and res- 
tore decaying infrastructure such as 
roads. It is expected to start opera- 
tions next July 1 to last for three 
years. 


La both instances the Pentagon, 
which is inclined to be sceptical of 
dealing with Moscow, faded into the 
background.

• THE MARRIAGE vow “till death 
do us part" is taken literally in Eire. 
There, it is legally impossible to get 
diyorced. 

■ Senator Catherine McGuinness 
-'■>? from the Irish Republic, on a recent 
week-long visit to Israel, talked to 
i , The Jerusalem Post about the prob- 
V- lems her country faces, stemming 
P from the intricate bond between reli- 
1 gion and state. 

“In our country, where the vast 
majority is Roman Catholic, the ab- 
v. sence of the divorce option is at the 
forefront of our concerns,” said 
McGuinness. 

The senator from Dublin, a prac- 
•v rising lawyer, said that she has come 
across many law suits resulting from 
the breakdown of marriage. “There 
i are legal remedies for most of the 
related problems: child custody, 
maintenance of the spouse and prop- 
' .. erty suits, for example. But the cen- 
tral problem remains - it is impossi- 
ble to re-many. 

„ “The Church issues some 100-150 
nullity decrees each year, which in 
effect declare th'at the marriages 
were invalid to begin with. Almost 
"all the applicants for such decrees 
''wish to re- marry, ” said McGirin- 
iiess. “But the decree is not recog- 
nized by civil law, and any future 
offspring are therefore considered 
illegitimate," she added- 


McGuinness is a member of a 
parliamentary committee recently 
appointed to study marriage break- 
down in Irish society. 

“A clause in the constitution 
makes it impossible to initiate leg- 
islation to change the law without a 
public referendum,” she said, 
adding that if a referendum were 
initiated at present, it would prob- 
ably be defeated. 

“The Church's nullity decree is 
usually issued on such grounds as 
duress - one partner having been 
forced into the marriage, or non- 
consummation,’’ said the senator. 

“There is a civil nullity law, but it is 
limited to cases in which one partner 
was under age at the time of the 
marriage," she added. 

“Wbat we really need is an option 
of divorce, which acknowledges that 
the marriage has broken down, 
rather than an annulment, which 
implies that the marriage never ex- 
isted,” she said. 

In Ireland it is possible to have a 
civil marriage. Nevertheless, the 
vast majority of Irish citizens many 
in church. Perhaps two per cent 
forego the religious ceremony, said 
McGuinness. 

However, there is a drift away 
from religion, especially among the 
younger generation living in urban 
centres like Dublin. Only 20-25 per 
cent in towns are churchgoers, she 
estimated. This is leading to a break- 
down in traditional family roles, 
while in the rural areas religion still- 
has a stronghold. 
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TUESDAY is visiting day at institu- 
tions for the mentally retarded 
throughout Israel. Retarded resi- 
dems of all ages wait eagerly at the 
institution gale for their visitors. But 
what about those whose parents can- 
not or do not come? 

Akim, the association for the re- 
tarded, has about a hundred dedi- 
cated volunteers who act as “aunts” 
or “uncles” and visit these lonely 
individuals. The volunteer guardians 
bring, as one of them put it, candy 
and kisses to people who, whatever 
their chronological age, are children 
in need of love. 

Among the volunteer guardians 
are kibbutzniks. retired persons, im- 
migrants and housewives, Yitzhak 
Genigar, chairman of Akim, says 
thousands of such volunteers would 
be needed if all the retarded individ- 
als who could benefit from this ser- 
vice were to be helped. 

Ruth Barkol chairs a group of nine 
women, all members of the Miriam 
Hanevia Lodge of B’nai Brith 
Women in Ramat Gan, who have 
faithfully visited two institutions for 
rhe retarded every Tuesday for the 
past six years. 

“My family knows I'm never avail- 
able on Tuesdays,” she said. “Not 
even if a grandchild is sick, not even 
when the minibus Akim provides for 
us is unavailable and we have to use 
five buses and a taxi to get from 
Ramat Gan to the two institutions 
and back. We know the children 
(and I use the word even though 
some of them are over 40 years old) 
will be waiting for us at the gate. We 
can't disappoint them.” 

If one woman in the group cannot 
come because she is ill or out of the 
country, the other members include 
that woman's “child” in their activi- 
ties. “We explain that Auntie could 
not come but has sent a package and 
her love.” Batia Vites. one of Bar- 
kol's colleagues in the project, said.

Every “aunt” in the group brings 
her “'child” whatever he or she likes 
to eat. “They get very good food at 
the institurions.”Ruth Barkol said, 
“and very good care. But the staff 
cannot give them individual atten- 
tion and affection. Our food tastes 
different to them because it repre- 
sents love. Maybe that’s why they 
can come out of the dining-room 
after a hearty breakfast and sit right 
down and eat what we bring them.” 
What is wanted at least as much, if 
not more, than the candy and other 
goodies is affection, both women 
said. “They hug and kiss incessant- 
ly.” Barkol said. “To tell you the 
truth, at the beginning I used to run 
to wash myfaceat the first opportun- 
ity because some of them drool or

have runny noses. The staff really 
does its best to keep them dean and 
presentable, constantly. Anyway, 
after a while I came to the conclusion 
that nothing will happen to me it 
they hug and kiss me." 

“It is still difficult to see one of 
them, suddenly pull down his trous- 
ers. or another sitting in the mud in 
the rain, or a third with a runny 
nose.” Vites said. “You don't really 
get used to it. Some people couldp'r 
take it after one or two visits, but the 
group of us who have been together 
for six years, find that the pleasure of 
helping people who need us out- 


weighs the unpleasantness of the 
situation." 

They said the men and women 
adopted by their group have 
changed for the better as a result of 
being visited. They are more con- 
cerned about their appearance and 
want to be dean and. presentable. 
Some who were originally assumed 
to be unable to talk have become 
talkative. One woman, who had re- 
fused to get our of bed. is now the 
first at the gate on visiting day. A 
man whom the staff considered vio- 
lent. and whom the housemother 
was reluctant to leave with a volun- 
teer. has become the “good boy” of 
the group. 

“When you see how happy they 
are to see us. and when you watch 


the change that an hour a week of 
individual attention can bring about, 
you decide that you want to keep 
going back every week for many 
years to come." Barkol said. 

Volunteer guardianship is only one 
of the Akim projects which win be 
helped by the funds raised in the 
organization's annual campaign to 
be held tomorrow (February 4). The 
goal is IS150 million and chairman 
Yitzhak Geniger pointed out that it is 
needed more this year than ever. 

“When the government is bank- 
rupt and the local authorities close 
down twice a week, we voluntary 
organizations have a hard time main- 
taining our services." Geniger said. 
“Because of inflation and delays in 
getting funds owed by the govern- 
ment and local authorities, we are 
absorbing 30 per cent of the cost of 
running our programmes, instead of 
only 10 per cent." 

Akim considers institutionaliza- 
tion the last resort for retarded indi- 
viduals. The goal is to help as many 
persons as possible to live in the 
community despite their disability. 
This means pro* iding preschool ser- 
vices. day care for retarded of all 
ages, job placement for those able to 
work in the open market, and hostels 
for those who can function in the 
community with minimal supervi- 
sion. 

"We have decided in principle to 
discontinue developing new facili- 
ties." Geniger said, "but that's like 
the mother deciding not to give her 
children dessert. Like the mother 
who ends up giving the dessert any- 
way because she cannot deny i: to 
her children, we are still planning to 
open new hostels and day care facili- 
ties because they are desperately 
needed." He expressed the hope 
that the public will give generously 
to help Akim continue in the hahi- 
1 i i a t ion of the country's approx- 
imately $0,000 retarded citizens.

Add eggs and when well mixed, add 
cheese and blend until creamy. Dis- 
solve gelatine in ¥a cup cold water 
and heat on low fire until thoroughly 
melted but do not boil. Cool for a 
moment, then add slowly to cheese 
mixture while blending. 

Place cookies in pan. Pour milk 
over cookies, waiting each time for it

Whip cream and powdered sugar 
together and spread over the cake. 
Some people decorate with pineap- 
ple pieces, others like to add pineap- 
ple to the cheese mixture. No matter 
what you do with this cake, it’s 
bound to be terrific. 


Lorraine’s Chocolate Cookie Cake 
A second cheesecake - no less 
elegant - mixes chocolate and cheese 
in a delirious blend. Although many 
of our friends like this qake (and 
almost every other) topped with 
whipped cream, it really isn’t neces- 
sary, and is wonderful as is. 

500 gr. 9% white cheese 
200 gr. bittersweet chocolate 
100 gr. margarine, softened 
rum, vanilla to taste 
3 eggs, separated 
¥*■ cup sugar .w"---* - 

,. cookies for one layer... . 

.nut£. for deco j&ripn (walnuts, 
pecans) 
water 

Cover bottom of pan with cookies. 
No moistening is necessary. Melt 
chocolate and 2 tbs. of water 
together, being careful not to burn 
mixture, then remove from heat. 


Add margarine, mixing well, then 
egg-yolks and flavourings. Add this 
chocolate mixture to the cheese. 

Beat egg-whites with sugar and 
add to the chocolate-cheese mixture. 
Pour over cookies and chill at least 
eight hours. Before serving sprinkle 
chopped nuts on top. 

Sylvia’s Cookie Cake 

Sylvia is my Rumanian-Israeli eye 
doctor who "also happens to be" a 
fantastic cook. This cake, which is 
unusually pretty, can be easily made 
-with ingredients that you probably 
have on hand..- 
.16 Ige. cookies 
6 tbs. sugar 
2 tbs. cocoa 
2i6-3 tbs. water 

100 gr. butter or margarine (un- 
salted), softened 
1 egg-yolk 
milk 


Bring sugar, water and cocoa to a 
boil, stirring constantly so the mix- 
ture doesn't burn. Boil a few minutes 
until slightly thickened and remove 
from flame. Cool for a few minutes. 

Cut butter into small pieces, 
adding gradually to chocolate until 
well mixed.in. Add the yolk. 

Dip each cookie into warm milk, 
so that it is soft. Lay the cookies out 
on a plate. Spread one side of four 
cookies with the chocolate cream 
and press them together. Stand them 
on a serving plate. Add several more 
cookies spread with cream until 
they’re all lined up (with a cookie at 
each end). With remaining cream, 
frost top and sides of the cookies. 
Chill in refrigerator for several 
hours. 

To serve, cut slices from the cake 
at an angle, so that each piece of 
cake will have from four to seven 
layers. 

Roni’s ‘More Cake' 

This creme de la creme of cookie 
cakes is called “more cake" because 
no one ever foils to ask for at least 
one more piece. The recipe comes 
from Roni Tamir, head of rhe Jeru- 


salem branch of the Israel Consumer 
Council. 

2 pkgs. chocolate petit beurre 
cookies (at least 400 gr.) 

200 er. margarine, (unsalted) 

2 tbs. cocoa 

300 gr. bittersweet chocolate 
6 eggs, separated 

1 tbs. instant coffee 

2 tbs. sugar 

1 pkg. whipping cream 
1-1 '/t tsp. powdered sugar 
Melt butter, margarine, cocoa and 
chocolate together over a low heat or 
in a double-boiler. Remove from 
flame, add coffee and yolks. 

Beat egg-whites with sugar until 
stiff. Add" the chocolate mixFure very 
carefully to the egg-whites. 

Dip biscuits in milk and put a layer 
in a pan. Pour one-half of the choco- 
late cream on top, add another layer 
of cookies, the other half of the 
cream and end with cookies (3 lovers 
of cookies, 2 of cream). Refrigerate 
several hours. 

Whip whipping cream with 1-1 'o 
tsp. powdered sugar t and. if desired, 
one half teaspoon of instaiy coffee 
powder). Spread on top and chill 
again for a few hours. 


Well-chosen words 


AMONG the fascinations of work- 
— mg as a family doctor - even after 
many years - is the wide range and 
variety of the complaints with which 
I am still presented daily and the 
regular satisfaction of being able to 
resolve many of them by simple 
examination or treatment, or by a 
few well-chosen words. Let me give 
you some typical examples from ODe 
of my recent routine clinic sessions. 

. Shimon Gador came in accompa- 
nied by his rhree-year-old son, 
- 'Aryeh. He and his wife bad noticed 
that their son had been unwilling to 
use his left arm since the previous 
"clay, and defiantly resisted any 
attempt at examining it. Strangely, 
there had been no history of trauma 
or injury to account for the situation. 

My attempt at gentle examination 
proved more successful and sug- 
gested a diagnosis of pulled elbow as 
being responsible. In this condition, 


the end of one of the two forearm 
bones is slightly dislodged at 'the 
elbow, causing pain and restriction 
of movement around the joint. It 
mainly occurs at the toddjeT stage, 
and is often caused by the child’s 
band or forearm having been pulled 
forward abruptly - as might happen , 
say, if he had been straggling behind 
his mother whilst they were both in 
the middle of crossing a busy road. 

A simple manipulation on my part 
was sufficient to relocate the bone- 
end back into its correct position. 
Aryeh immediately began to move 
his arm completely freely as if no- 
thing had ever been the matter with 
it. * 

A word of caution to parents, 
however: If your child becomes un- 
willing to move or use his arm for no 
obvious reason and you suspect a 
pulled elbow, don't try and manipu- 
late it yourself. Let a doctor decide 


what needs to be done. Better still, 
always try and resist the temptation 
to tug at your toddler’s arm or hand, 
and that way you may prevent the 
condition from ever arising in the 
first place. 

Not long after I had finished with 
Aryeh I saw 25-year-old Ada Man- 
or. Married with two young chil- 
dren. Ada had been taking the con- 
traceptive pill for over a year without 
any particular problems. However, 
at this visit she told me she had 
noticed some “spotting" the pre- 
vious week - something which had 
never occurred before. Although it 
had already stopped, she was wor- 
ried about its possible significance 
and so had decided to consult me 
about it. 

“Spotting,” or breakthrough

bleeding, as it is more properly cal- 
led, does occur occasionally while 
the Pill is used, but usually during the 
initial monthly periods. Then it is 
generally an indication to change to 
a different type of pill which is more 
in keeping with the woman's particu- 
lar natural hormonal pattern. 

When it appears at a later date, as 
with Ada, it may then be due to 
missed pills, to a gastrointestinal 
upset (which can interfere with pill 
absorption), or to other drugs being 
taken concomitantly, some of which 
can alter the normal metabolism of 


the pill in the body. 

Ada was certain she hadn’t forgot- 
ten to take any pills and had had no 
recent stomach problems. However, 
she admitted that she bad recently 
been given a course of antibiotics by 
her dentist for a tooth infection. 
That was almost certainly the culprit 
on this occasion. I reminded her of 
the importance of telling a doctor or 
dentist about any current drug ther- 
apy - including the Pill - when addi- 
tional medication is being pre- 
scribed. 

I also took the opportunity of 
Ada's visit to carry out a routine 
internal examination which was 
completely normal. I told her there 
was no need or reason to stop taking 
the Pill at all. unless she wanted to 
become pregnant again. 


Yoram Golan was next on my list. 
He told me that he had recently 
noticed some little indentations on 
his fingernails and he was worried 
about them. Subsequent examina- 
tion confirmed his story. I also found 
some minor ridging and splitting, not 
only on his fingernails but on his 
toenails as well. 

I knew that Yoram. like about two 
per cent of the population, had psor- 
iasis. the condition in which scaly 
patches appear on the skin and on 
the scalp. Yoram’s psoriasis had nev- 
er amounted to more than a few 
small affected areas behind his 
elbows and knees which had never 
really required any treatment. The 
□ail problem was a feature of bis 
psoriatic tendency. 

In about a quarter of all cases of 
psoriasis, there are some problems 
with the nails and this does nor 
always depend on the extent or 


severity of the condition of the skin. 
Indeed, occasionally the nails may 
be involved without the skin at all; 
this can. of course, cause diagnostic 
confusion for a time. 

I told Yoram all this and since he 
had only been worried about the 
health aspect of his pitted nails and 
not their appearance per se. my 
reassurance was all that he required. 
I also explained that his nails were 
liable to undergo phases of greater 
or lesser involvement over time as is 
also true in most cases of skin psor- 
iasis. He thanked me for my ex- 
planations and left relieved. 

At that point I sat back in my chair 
for a few moment's rest between 
patients, musing about what sort of 
problem I was going to be faced with 
next...

”1 would venture to sav that in 
three years, if not sooner, the 
Japanese wiJJ take over floppy discs 
the same way they took over televi- 
sions." said Aaron Orlansky. com- 
puter anulvst with brokers Sutro & 
Co. 

There jre already more than 35 
Japanese firms making floppy disc 
drives, says James Porter. President 
of the research firm Disk Trend. Of 
the nine U.S. -based original manu- 
facturers still turning them out in 
19S2. only two. Tandon and Conrrol 
Data, are still in the business today. 

Floppy discs are inexpensive 
pieces of plastic that are the “paper" 
of personal computers, storing the 
equivalent of 110 pages of data each. 

The drives that read these discs 
are usually ordered by computer 
manufacturers, who package them 


with their personal computers. In its 
attempt to stem the flow of those 
orders to Japan, Tandon has gone to 
the Federal Government for help. 

This month the International 
Trade Commission (ITC) voted to 
investigate Tandon's charge that 
Sony. Mitsubishi and Teac illegally 
copied its disc drive technology. The 
three Japanese firms denied the 
charges. 

Tandon. in its complaint, called 
for an import ban on the drives in 
question and urged prompt action by 
the ITC to stave off “further adverse 
and irreparable consequences" to 
the domestic floppy drive industry. 

Tandon now has even more cause 
to worry after IBM announced last 
month that it had cancelled a con- 
tract for floppy disc drives used with 
the besr-seling IBM personal com- 
puter. That contract accounted for 
5$ per cent of Tandon's 1984 sales. 

Analysts speculated that LBM may 
use a Japanese supplier when it com- 
es out with a much-anticipated new 
version of its personal computer la- 
ter this year. Porter said IBM has 
already awarded the Japanese firm 
YE Data a contract to supply floppy 
drives for the PC/AT computer it 
unveiled last year. 

The reasons for the Japanese 
ascendancy are low prices and high 
quality, analysts said. 


Exports of Israel Chemicals up 15 . 5 %

TEL A\TV. - Israel Chemicals Li- 
mited (ICL) increased its exports by 
15.5 per cent, to $373 million in the 
calendar year 1984. the company 
announces. The amount of profits 
was not given, but it was said they 
were "considerably more than in the 
previous year . " 

The company, in announcing that 
last year was “a very good one," 
points out that much of this steins 
from the expansion of its facilities. 
This has made ICL one of the domi- 


nant factors in the field of fertilizers 
in West Europe. Potash shipments 
increased in 1984 by 11 percent , to 
stand at 1.800,000 tons, while phos- 
phate shipments rose by 8 per cent, 
to 2,400,000 tons. Moreover, ex- 
ports of bromine and its compounds 
jumped by 30 per cent, to 130.000 
tons. 

The company adds that “due to 
the expected economic recovery in 
the world, plus the constant expan- 
sion plans of ICL, there are good 
indications that exports will increase 
during the current year.

U.S. Steel made a profit 


PITTSBURGH (Reuter). - U.S*. 
Steel. America's biggest steelmaker, 
said last week its fortunes picked up 
in 1984. allowing it to post a profit of 
$493 million. 

It said the turnaround from 1983, 
when it reported a net loss of $1.16 
billion, was due mostly to cost reduc- 
tion. the effect of lower pension 
costs, an unproved mix of steel pro- 
ducts shipped ■ 

The company said it expected, to 
turn in another profitable perform- 
ance in 1985. 

The U.S. has taken tough mea- 
sures against steel imports in recent 
months, to give its domestic steel- 
makers time to reorganize and try to 
recoup their billion dollar losses. 

In November, Washington said it 
had decided to limit sales to the U.S. 
market of European Community 
steel pipes and tubes. 

Last month the Reagan Adminis- 
tration said it had reached agree- 
ments with seven steel-exporting na- 
tions. including Japan, South Korea 


and Brazil, to reduce their shipments 
to the U.S. by about 30 per cent in 
1985. 

Meanwhile the Bethlehem Steel 
Corp. has reported a fourth -quarter 
net loss more than doubted from a 
year earlier and said it w'as slashing 
quarterly dividend to 10 cents a 
share from 15 cents. 

Bethlehem, the nation's second- 
largest steelmaker, posted a deficit 
of $64.5 million, compared with a 
loss of S27.4m. in the same 1983 
period. For the full year of 1984. 
however, the company's loss nar- 
rowed to $112.5m.. from $163.5m. 
in 1983. 

“Future dividend levels will de- 
pend on attained levels of profitabil- 
ity. which in turn will depend on the 
prompt implementation of the Presi- 
dent's Fair Trade Programme and a 
continuation of the general econo- 
mic recovery," Bethlehem said. 

Foreign steelmakers captured ab- 
out 26 per cent of the U.S. market in' 
1984. 


Bundesbank raises interest rate 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - An in- 
dicator tracking the future strength 
of the U.S. economy fell last month, 
suggesting some weakness might be 
creeping in after the country’s fastest 
year of growth for 23 years. 

The Commerce Department said 
on Thursday that the index of lead- 
ing indicators, used by the govern- 
ment to gauge future economic 
activity, declined 0.2 per cent in 
December. 

Another signal that may raise 
questions about the economy's con- 
dition was a substantial revision in 
the November increase. The depart- 


ment said the index rose 0.6 per cent 
that month, less than half the 1.3 per 
cent originally estimated. 

Figures released earlier last month 
showed the U.S. economy grew by 
6.8 per cent during 1984. the highest 
rate since 1951. 

In particular, the final quarter 
showed the economy apparently re- 
gaining momentum as 1984 came to 
a close. Expansion in the final three 
months rose to a 3.9 per cent annual 
rate, after a very strong first-half 
growth had slowed to a weak 1.6 per 
cent in the third quarter. .. 


FRANKFURT, (Reuter). - West 
Germany's central bank Thursday 
raised one of its key interest rates to 
tighten its rein on monetary policy. 
Bankers said the move will also help 
to defend the mark against the dol- 
lar. 

The decision to raise the Lombard 
rate by half a point to 6 per cent 
should aid the West German curren- 
cy against the buoyant dollar by 
narrowing the gap between high 
U.S. interest rates and official West 
German levels, the bankers said. 

The Bundesbank’s move - its first 
boost in leading interest rates since 
last June - ended weeks of uncer- 
tainty in financial markets over 
whether the authorities would sanc- 
tion a rise. 


The Dutch central bank later fol- 
lowed the Bundesbank's move by 
raising its bank rate to 5.5 per cent, 
from 5 per cent. The two economies 
are closely aligned. 

West German Finance Minister 
Gerhard Stoltenberg said the rise in 
the Lombard rate, at which banks 
borrow from rbe central bank 
against certain securities as collater- 
al, would not hurt West Germany's 
growth prospects. The economy ex- 
panded at 2.6 per cent last year. 

Bankers said the move is not ex- 
pected to raise the cost of credit 
generally to the' average consumer. 
They saw it more as an endorsement 
of recent money-market rates which 
have been around 5.6 per cent.

Nahman Raz (Alignment- 
Labour), chairman of the Education 
Committee, Thursday slammed the 
Education Ministry for permitting 
schools to ask parents to pay for 
various education supplies without 
first consulting his committee on the 
amounts.

TEL AVIV STOCK MARKET REVIEW 

Upbeat end to hectic 
week of near-collapse

TEL AVIV. - One of the most hectic 
weeks on the stock market ended on 
Thursday on a favourable note. 

The week started with the feeling 
that profii-taking would soon hit the 
market, for prices had risen sharply 
since January 1. Although the gener- 
al index of all shares had risen by 
only 13 per cent, the “free” shares 
had risen by an average of almost 38 
percent, with some categories, such 
as chemicals, rubber and plastic, 
rising by 57 per cent. But the ex- 
pectation was for a deluxe wave of 
profit-taking, with roost offers pick- 
ed up at only slight falls in price, or 
even without any drop at all. 

But then a rumour swept through 
Tel Aviv. The “mystery man” of the 
business community, David Balas. 
who was said to be handling sums 
ranging from a “few tens of millions 
of dollars up to one hundred million 
dollars,” was supposed to be in 
financial difficulties. 

This rumour turned the deluxe 
wave of profit-taking into a debacle 
(called the “Balas collapse”), and 
prices began falling tremendously, 
not only in those shares associated 
with his name, but in. all shares, 
including the “arrangement" shares 
and the index-linked shares. 

The general public was not in- 
vested in the market directly to any 
great extent, but it began selling its 
participation certificates in the 
mutual funds, forcing them also to 
sell shares, “arrangement” shares 
and index-linked bonds, to get ready 
cash. 

(These “arrangement" shares. 


according to Meirav. a financialcon- 
sultancv firm, fell so low thaMheir 
yield was about 19 per cent a year, 
but at the end of the week, with the 
recovery, their yield dropped to 16.8 
percent.) 

At the end of the week, the mar- 
ket began to recover, but no one was 
willing to predict if this was a real 
turn or only a slight rally. 

At any rate, at week’s end the 
general index had fallen by 3.7 per 
cent, the index of the free shares was 
down by 15 per cent, while the 
“arrangement" shares actually 
finished*?.? per cent higher. But the 
shares associated with David Balas 
fell by up to 31 per cent. 

If one looks at the month of Janu- 
ary' as a whole, the situation is still 
encouraging. The general index rose 
by 9.35 per cent. This is about the 
amount the index is expected to rise 
in January. (The figure will be pub- 
lished on February 15. as usual.). 

But the “arrangement" shares, 
only rose by 6 per cent in January, 
although several other categories 
finished much higher. A few should 
be mentioned: chemicals, rubber 
and plastics, up 'by 27.17 per cent: 
textiles and fashion, up 26.04 per 
cent; oil exploration, up 21.1 per 
cent. These are certainly nice gains, 
and the lowest rise was the “arrange- 
ment" shares (6 per cent, as noted.) 

The worst performance was 
turned in for January by the index- - 
linked bonds, which gained only 1 ,65 
per cent, and some of these bonds, 
such as the 3 ‘per cent ftilly-linked 
Galil. even fell by 10 per cent in 
value.

Mickey Berkowitz described Mac- 
cab! Tel Aviv's Thursday night win 
over Banco Roma in Rome as “a 
historic victory,*’ and this, the first 
time any Israeli squad has triumphed 
on Italian soil, it certainly was. It has 
set Maccabi on the high road to the 
finai of the European Cup in Athens 
on April 4. provided they win their 
home game against Cibona Zagreb 
on February 28. 

;• Apart from this encounter. Mac- 
cabi play Real Madrid in Madrid on 
February 21 and Granarola Bologna 
in Italy on March 14. A win in either 
of these games would certainly 
clinch a place in the final for Macca- 
bi. But the probabilities are that the 
squad will reach the final even with- 
out another away win; although this 
is not certain, it they whip Cibona. 

The postion at die moment is that 
Maccabi head the league table with 
12 points, from seven games, fol- 
lowed by Cibona with 10. from six 
games. Them come CSKA with 10' 
from seven games," Tteal" and Roma' 
with nine each from six games, and 
Bologna with seven from six games.

one for a loss. So if Maccabi beat 
Cibona but lose to Real and Bolog- 
na. they will end up with 16 points.

Mathematically a place in the final 
cannot be guaranteed by a victory 
over Cibona. but there are so many 
“ifs” in the way of other teams 
surpassing Maccabi that it is a safe 
bet that the Tel Avivians will fly to 
Athens at the beginning of April - 
provided they beat Gbona. 

, The hero of Thursday night's 
''game was undoubtedly Mora Aroes- 
ti. For years he has shown many 
remarkable qualities speed, im- 
agination. great ball control, cour- 
age bordering on foolhardiness be- 
firting his red hair, endurance, an 
unconquerable spirit, and an uncan- 
ny ESP”combination with Mickey 
Berkowitz. But he had one weakness 
- he seldom shot at the basket, and, 
when he did. showed a lack of self- 
confidence and often missed. 


It seemed on Thursday night that 
the Italians assumed that they could 
rely on his not going successfully for 
the basket, and left him openings. 
He surprised them by literally grab- 
bing the opportunities presented to 
him with both hands - one long shot 
even got him three points.

KIR Y AT HAIM. - Maccabi Haifa 
made certain of winning the 1984-85 
league soccer title when they 
swamped their nearest rivals. Betar 
Jerusalem, literally in the mud, 2-0, 
at Kiryat Haim. Rain ruined what 
was to be the match of the season. 
But make no mistake about it - 
Maccabi Haifa are worthy cham- 
pions. 

What a pity it is that so vital a 
game was played under such appall- 
ing conditions, in which neither of 
these talented teams could string 
together more than half-a-dozen de- 
cent passes or runs. Haifa triumphed 
through greater adaptability. With 
Betar all at sea without Uri Malmil- 
lian, still injured, the champions 
settled - not into a rhythm , that was 
impossible - but into the type of 
game required in the mud. 

The ten o'clock decision by re- 
feree Moshe Ashkenazi to go ahead 
with the game proved to be a very 
injudicious one, dictated perhaps by 
the knowledge that the Betar Jeru- 
salem contingent was op its way from 
the capital. There bad been non-stop 
rain at Kiryat Haim for 36 hours. 
Due to prodigious efforts by the club 
officials and the local fire brigade, 
much of the water had been cleared 
by 2 p. m. , but then further rain set in 
and turned the pitch into a brown 
skating-rink. With the ground pack- 
ed, it was perhaps impossible for 
Ashkenazi to call the game off. 

Special medals should be cast and 
issued by the Israel Football Asso- 
ciation to every one of the 22,000 
heroic spectators, who behaved per- 
fectly as they stood hour after hour 
under their umbrellas - it was im- 
possible to sic in the mud that served 
as accommodation. Not only did 
they not misbehave, they even man- 
aged to create a carnival atmos- 
phere, waving flags and balloons, 
singing and cheering, under condi- 
tions that would have made Noah 
despair of ever seeing a rainbow. 
They turned suffering into a “hap- 
pening.” Israeli soccer crowds have 
been much criticized: let us now sing 
hallelujahs for them. 

The handling of the crowd and all 
subsidiary arrangements, such as 
parking, by the local club and police 
was perfect, a model which everyone 
should be taught to emulate. 


An indication of the position was 
the fact that the traditional spin-up 
did not take place in the centre 
circle, which was a complete mud- 
patch, but at the touchline. 

The game itself was very one- 
sided. Betar. without MahmUian. 
started off as if they had no hope of 
winning, and had only one man 
playing up front. Their four midfiel- 
ders were no match for the superb 
Haifa mid-field, inspired by Baruch 
Maimon and Avrabam Abu-Karat. 
supplemented by Lior Rosenthal, 
Ronnie's younger brother, who cer- 
tainly earned his spurs yesterday. 

It was very fitting that Maimon 
and Abu-Karat should score Haifa's 


two goals. Maimon got his with a 
magnificent free kick that he took 
from IS ra. out after 29 minutes, and 
Abu-Karat gratefully picked up a 
present five minutes into the second 
half, when hapless young Meir 
Kodesh sent a disastrous back pass 
towards Yossi Mizrachi in the Betar 
goal, and the ball never got through 
the puddles. 

So Maccabi Haifa can keep the 
cup in their cupboard for another 
year. But how sad it is that such a 
climactic match, for which the whole 
country was waiting with such 
absorbed attention, should provide 
such 3 muddied answer, when every- 
one wanted certainties.

Netanya disgrace

In 1946, at the Bolton Wanderers ground in England 33 people died 
when barriers in the stands gave way to crowd pressure. It was at that 
time that the Netanya football stadium was being built, though nobody 
could envisage then that Netanya would become a football-mad city of 
120.000, and that its Maccabi football team would be champions and 
one of the glamour teams of Israel. One of the Maccabi Netanya 
players, who inaugurated the new stadium in a match against the 
British Army team. “The Wanderers”, was Yoel Elroy, the present 
Mayor of Netanya. 

Mayor Elroy was a witness to the pandemonium at the same 
Netanya football stadium last Friday, where a stampede and major 
disaster were veiy narrowly avoided. While inside the over-packed 
stadium the crowd was being warned over loudspeakers not to jolt the 
old wooden stands “as they might easily collapse". Mayor Elroy and 
thousands locked out saw hundreds of persons climb on to unfinished 
rooftops and balconies. “These half-built buildings could easily have 
crumbled under the weight of the football fans. Scores of people could 
have died. I have never been so scared in all my life." the Mayor told me. 

What may have been the pride of Netanya 38 years ago is today a 
primitive, squalid relic of an edifice in the centre of the city. At most, it 
can accommodate 9,000 spectators, packed like sardines in a tin. 

It now seems certain rhat some brainless individual at Maccabi 
Netanya gave the go ahead to sell more tickets than the stadium could 
possibly accommodate. Mayor Elroy estimated that hundreds of 
people with “proteksia" were issued “invitations” ro the big game - 
the home team against league leaders Maccabi Haifa -and thousands 
more pushed their way in. Cashiers at the ground were still selling 
tickets when the gates were already locked by” arder of the local police” 
Football-crazed fan^, waving expensive tickets, who are locked out. 
cannot be expected to be in an understanding mood. That events did 
not turn uglier was a miracle. A catastrophe both inside and outside 
the stadium was very near indeed. 

Several conclusions must be drawn immediately from the scanda- 
lous events of last Friday. The most important is that it must never be 
allowed to happen again. Netanya urgently needs a new city stadium. 
In November 1983, a contract was sfgned" between the Municipality 
and Maccabi Netanya for a 70 dunam plot of land east of the Tel 
Aviv-Haifa highway and just north of the industrial zone to be made 
available by the city for a new stadium. 

But all action on the contract has since been frozen, because of 
differences between City Hall and the football club. “We feel it should 
be a city stadium and thus a municipal project; Maccabi Netanya look 
at it as a commercial proposition," the Mayor said. Also, the plot is 
being farmed by nearby Kfar Netter. The Mayor said he would now 
offer the moshav an alternative plot nearby. 

What needs to be done now is for the Mayor to meet with the 
building contractors who run Maccabi Netanya. to sell the 17-dunam 
site of the present stadium, and, with the proceeds, plus Sportoto 
money, to start work on the new stadium. 

“The land is worth several million dollars as we expect to get 
approval for the right to build high rise apartments and a park on the 
site.” Mayor Elroy told me. 

Meanwhile, the immediate ruling must be for Maccabi Netanya to 
play all its major home fixtures either at the Bloomfield Stadium in 
Jaffa or at the Ramat Gan Stadium. They cannot be played in 
Netanya. 


Women bowlers go to Melbourne

TEL AVIV. - Israel will be hoping 
for major successes in this month's 
fifth Women's World Bowls Cham- 
pionships in Melbourne, following 
the bronze medal in fours gained at 
the last world meet in Toronto in 
1981. 

, The team for the 20-nation Au- 
stralian tournament comprises 
Helen Gordon, Miriam Jankelowitz. 
Bernice Katz, Rina Lebel and Ber- 
nice Pillemer, with former South 
African provincial bowler Katz the 
only new cap among the five. The 
manageress is Ray Amdur, vice- 
president of the local Women’s 
Bowling Association, who will also 
act as Israel’s delegate at the Inter- 
national Women's Bowls Board con- 
gress being held in Melbourne in 
conjunction with the February 13- 
March 2 tournament. 

For Lebel and Gordon, this will 
be their third appearance in the 
quadrennial world championships, 
with Gordon having taken fourth 
place in the singles at the 1977 meet 
in Worthing, England. Jankelowitz 
and Fillemer made their debut at 
Toronto following their immigration 
here from South Africa. Label, Pil- 
lemer and Gordon (together with 
Holly Skodowitz) were members of 
the team which took third place in 
Canada, to give Israel her first medal 
to date in any of the six men's and 
women’s world championships in 
which this country has so far parti- 
cipated. 

Apart from Lebel - a sabra - all 
the contingent are settles from South 
Africa, though Gordon was bom in 
England. In Australia, the team will 
line up as follows: singles - Gordon; 
pairs Lebel and Gordon; trips - 
Jankelowitz, Katz and Pillemer; 
fours - Lebel, Jankelowitz, Katz and 
Pillemer. Gordon and Lebel are 
members of the Ramat Gan Boxing 
Gub, Jankelowitz and Katz are from 
Ra'anana and Pillemer is from 
Natanya, being the first player from 
that club to represent Israel in the 
sport on the international scene. 

The squad was selected nine 
months ago, and since then the play- 
ers have been training three times a 
week, to enable them to get in the 
maximum amount of practice for the 
very tough championships schedule, 
Amdur told me last week. Since all 
the countries will be matched against 


each of their 19 opponents on a 
league basis, competitors will be in 
action for up to 10 hours a day during 
the tournament’s 16-day duration. 

The team left for Australia yester- 
day, to get in a week's vital acclima- 
tization training in Melbourne, 
where they will find the pace of the 
bowling greens much faster than that 
of greens here. 

The players express confidence 
about their prospects in Melbourne 
and are optimistic that they can 
improve on the very creditable over- 
all sixth place Israel attained at the 
18-nation Toronto meet. But the 
opposition in Melbourne will be very 
tough, with the most fancied coun- 
tries including England and Hong 
Kong - respective winners and 
runners-up four years ago - Zim- 
babwe, Ireland and host-nation Au- 
stralia. 

Lack of possibilities for serious 
competition in this country for 
women rather worries Jankelowitz, 
who played four times in the South 
African Masters for the country's 
top 16 bowlers and is an ex- 
Transvaal singles champion. 

“There are no more than 20 good- 
class women players here and we 
have not participated in any interna- 
tional competition at all since Toron- 
to,” she explains. While Israel's six 
bowling dubs have between them 
less than 1,000 players. Jankelowitz 
comes from a country with some 
900,000 bowlers, and her old home 
town of Randfontein - with a 
population of 40.000 - alone had 
three clubs and around 450 women • 
players. “Israel is something of a 
backwater as far as bowls is con- 
cerned. and we are terribly iso- 
lated." she says. 

“On the other hand." Amdur 
comments, “because we are a small 
country, our women have had the 
advantage of being able to practise 
together all these months, playing in 
the same formats in which they will 
compete in Melbourne. At the 
championships, the team should 
really fee! the benefit of this 
thorough preparation. 

The only other Asian participant 
in the tournament will be Hong 
Kong. Africa is represented by no 
less than five countries, although 
South Africa is banned from the 
world championships for the third 
time because of its apartheid policy.

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Crying wolf? 


THE importers and some groups of manufacturers have raised 
a howl of protest over the price increases that are to come into 
effect tonight. They are not satisfied with the official estimates 
of the cost increases that have taken place during the three 
months of the package deal. Unless they get more, they 
threaten, they will stop importing and producing. These 
protests and threats hardly come as a surprise, although it is 
somewhat astonishing to see the manufacturers calling into 
question the validity of the signature of their association's 
president, Mr. Eli Hurvitz, to the follow-up agreement that is 
to come into force tomorrow. 

There may, of course, be cases in which the new maximum 
prices established by the government are genuinely inadequ- 
ate. These, however, are exceptions; they can easily be taken 
care of now that the price freeze which expires today makes way 
for a process of sliding monthly price adjustments. Any 
“injustice” done to this or that importer or manufacturer is not 
likely to cry to heaven if it is made good next month or the 
month after. 

The manufacturers who now protest so vociferously seem to 
be forgetting the lessons of the first package deal. It is no secret 
that many, if not all, the official maximum prices established on 
November 4 were padded so as to provide an adequate cushion 
against the cost increases during the period of the price freeze. 
When these prices were set, government spokesmen stated 
frankly that they had been put at a level “with which the 
producers might be able to live.” 

No denial of that statement was heard from the manufactur- 
ers. Moreover, their own subsequent market conduct, and that 
of their distributors, proved its truth, for many of them sold 
below the official maximum price. It is fairly safe to assume that 
they did not give discounts in order to make losses. 

There is, however, a serious consideration that the manufac- 
turers should keep in mind. Any “success” they may have in 
now obtaining approval for prices that will once again be 
padded against future cost increases will be self-defeating, 
because these very price increases will drive up costs. Any 
short-term advantage from stealing one month's march on 
inflation will be wiped out by the wage increases that will 
immediately follow, by an accelerated devaluation, and by 
higher interest rates. 

The Economic Stabilization Programme requires all three of 
its partners to walk a tightrope and hold their balancing pole 
very carefully. Any attempt to tilt it too far in the wrong 
direction may mean a crashing fall back into two-digit monthly 
inflation, not only in February, when the transition from the 
price freeze and the cut in government subsidies makes it 
inevitable, but also in the following months. 

The manufacturers' own longer-term interest should, if it is 
to be an enlightened self-interest, advise them to exercise 
restraint - particularly in this difficult month of transition. They 
might also do well to remember that higher maximum prices are 
not going to help them much if reduced demand - as a result of 
continued wage erosion - will make it impossible to exact those 
prices in the market place. 

The loud protests are unconvincing and most of the threats 
that go with them are not too credible. However, if some 
importers of the latest in luxury goods should decide to stop 
importing for a while, no great calamity would befall the 
economy.

(Caattlnoed from page 3) 
preference shall always be retained. 
Thus if the tariff on a certain com- 
modity in Israel is 10 per cent and is 
raised to a higher figure, it will be 
raised for the Americans too. but by 
10 per cent less than for other sup- 
pliers. 

The FTA includes an undertaking 
to liberalize the trade in services, so 
as to allow insurance companies, for 
example, to operate in the two coun- 
tries on the same terms as local 
companies, according to Adams. 

Moshe Goldberg, an Israeli 
lawyer, maintained that the Amer- 
ican businessman has better protec- 
tion. through access to his congress- 
man, than his opposite number in 
Israel. He warned that according to 
the Trade and Tariff Act of 1984, 
laws designed to guard the American 
economy have priority over trade 
treaties with foreign powers. Also 
the procedure has been improved for 
petitions to the ITC (International 
Trade Commission) in Washington 
against imports damaging to the 
American economy, or against sub- 
sidized imports or against dumping. 

Damaging imports can be baited, 
and subsidies and dumping can be 


checked through the imposition of 
“countervailing duties”, equal to the 
size of the benefit enjoyed by the 
delinquent foreign exporter. 

Goldberg feared that the Amer- 
ican business community might ob- 
ject Dot only to Israel’s export sub- 
sidies, which are disallowed under 
the FTA, but to domestic subsidies 
as well, which are not mentioned in 
the treaty, e.g., subsidies to factories 
situated in the development areas. 

Rules of origin were introduced to 
ensure that third countries do not use 
Israel as a transit station for their 
exports to the U.S. The GSP accepts 
“assembled products” as legitimate 
Israeli goods, but the FTA does not 
mention this type of commodity - 
though it does specify that Israeli 
goods must have at least a 35 per cent 
Israeli added value (of which 15 per 
cent or nearly half may be compo- 
nents originating in the U.S.). 

Hie Buy America Act allows the 
U.S. government to favour 
American-made goods id its 
purchase-tenders. Under the FTA 
Israel is exempt from this exclusion 
in all tenders (other than for defence 
purchases) exceeding $50,000.

INNUMERABLE theories have 
been applied to the Middle East 
conflict, but quantum physics and 
planetary geometry certainly are a 
variation on the usual theme. 
However, using those exact sciences 
as a correlation requires precision 
and logic, and while Kerry Abbott's 
analogy (. Jerusalem Post, January 7) 
is ingenious, it doesn’t make his case 
or that of Meir A be Ison (December 
1984) any more convincing. 

In his attempted rebuttal of the 
reason and moderation outlined a 
few weeks earlier by Jamil Hamad 
and Asher Maniv (November 21 and 
27 respectively). Abelson sounds 
Very like a Jewish Ahmad Sbukeiri. 
Neither Maniv nor Hamad indulged 
in Abelson’s tirade of falsehoods. 
Each of them merely stated two facts 
and asked one question: Israel ex- 
ists; the Palestinians exist; and what 
are we going to do about it? 

The world may well be fiat, Mr. 
Abelson, but the earth isn't neces- 
sarily round. As Abbott pointed out, 
nothing is what it looks like, not even 
from a satellite. But the flaw in 
Abbott's reasoning is that a parallal 
view can be applied only to the 
interpretation of history: historical 
facts are indisputable. That’s all 
there is to it. 

Second-class citizens and the 
dhimrrd complex. Let's be honest 
and say it out loud. Second-class 
citizens? Come off it. Mr. Abelson. 
■Which conquered people is not auto- 
matically second-class? What about 
the 1.3 millioo residents of the West 
Bank and Gaza? How’s that for 
doublethink, since you argue from - 
an Orwellian reference? 

As for the definition of dhimma, 
Orwell probably would have char- 
acterized it as “igspeak." 

DHIMMA doesn't mean unbeliev- 
er, or “non-believer,” to use Abel- 
son’s word. Kafir is the Arabic for 
infidel. It was the Christian Crusad- 
ers who regarded all non-Christians 
as infidels when sweeping bloodily 
down against the conquerors of holy 
Jerusalem. Islam regards all 
monotheists who do not accept 
Mohammed as the sole prophet of 
the deity as dkimmi people, includ- 
ing Christians and Jews. As the Isla- 
mic empire grew, it conquered dhim- 
ma and kafir in their millions. 

Empire-building was costly. Boo- 
ty wasn't sufficient to meet its de- 
mands, which grew commensurately 
with the empire. A poll tax was im- 
posed on ail non-Moslems, jsven 
Arabs. Then, too, the Moslem lead- 
ers had only the most primitive sys- 
tem for provisioning their armies, so 
tribute in kind, in the form of oil, 
vinegar and grain, was requisitioned 
from their subject nations. 

Of course, Mohammed originally 
set out to win the support of the Jews 
in Arabia and imposed vicious 
punishments when they rejected 
him. His successors, however, final- 
ly formulated provisions determin- 
ing the status of all dhimmi people, 
including the Jews. But these provi- 
sions were honoured more in the 
breach than in the observance. The 
Caliphs, once theirzeal abated, were 
willing to accord an almost bound-

less tolerance in return for a slender 
poll tax. 

The fact that the ori ginal Islamic 
state was a theocracy made religion, 
not race or nationality, the distinc- 
tion between individuals. Thus racial 
pride was replaced by Moslem reli- 
gious superiority, which dictated the 
framework of life in the Middle East 
for over a thousand years. 

Nevertheless, Moslem theocracy 
in the Middle Ages did not prevent 
non-Arabs from becoming educated 
and working their way into positions 
of authority. Many Moslem rulers 
bad Jews as ministers, physicians 
and teachers - 

In his Islam in History, Bernard 
Lewis points out that Jewish scholars 
and writers felt much sympathy for 


The Palestinians began to emerge 
as an entity with the growth of the 
brand of pan-Arabism developed by 
Egypt's Gama! Abdel Nasser, who 
in January 1958, allied his country 
with Syria to form the United Arab 
Republic. The UAR only survived 
until 1961, but the Ba’ath Party that 
was so prominent in the '50s and 
early '60s in mobilizing the masses 
behind the surge towards national 
identity included a strong Palesti- 
nian presence. These fiery young 
ideologues went on to force the 
recognition of their own Palestini- 
nan entity by the world, such as the 
fiery young Zionists of the early 20th 
century made the Jews an entity. 

Nasser remembered the Palesti-

Their formal education and pro- 
fessional skills were essential to 
these countries, whose sudden 
prominence and wealth were due 
only to a geological accident.

Islam. 

“...in part this was based on a 
well-founded feeling of gratitude be- 
cause Jewish creativity in medieval 
Spain owed much to Moslem toler- 
ance.” 

“Historically , that is the nub of the 
matter. In the East there had never, 
or almost never, been a pogrom of 
the Jews. 

MEIR ABELSON is emphatic ab- 
out the Palestinian problem not 
being the heart of the Middle East 
conflict, but neither Jamil Hamad 
nor Asher Maniv said it was. The 
latter merely observed that there 
could be no settlement of the conflict 
without a solution to the Palestinian 
problem, which simply indicates that 
the whole is greater than the sum of 
its parts. Math and logic defeat irra- 
tional ranting, regardless of its ends. 

Indeed, the Palestinians them- 
selves are not only sick of this argu- 
ment, hut are also at the point of 
desperation. The Arab states be- 
came involved in the affairs of Pales- 
tine as part of British Middle East 
policy from the beginning of World 
War 1 until 1948. 

Britain envisaged a great Arab 
confederation which would control 
this vitally strategic area and in turn, 
of course, answer to Britain. This 
policy spurred the creation of the 
Arab League . encouraged by Britain 
and sponsored by Egypt and Iraq; 
and in this way Palestine became the 
business of the Arab rulers. They 
were to use it as it suited them, in 
pursuit of their own ambitions, 
which took no account at all of the 
Palestinians. 


attempting to establish Egypt's 
hegemony in the Arab world. They 
were an innocuous unifying factor, 
so in 1964 he invented the Palestine 
liberation Organization, and Yas- 
ser Arafat became titular head of die 
organization after the Six Day War. 
But Arafat probably was the greatest 
calamity to befall the Palestinians. 
His 17 years of leadership have been 
an utter failure. 

THE PALESTINIANS themselves 
are bitterly aware that the Arab 
states have used them like pawns in 
the political power-game, with little 
or no concern for their real well- 
being. After 17 years of being the 
subject of voluble debates in those 
two great windbags, the Arab 
League and the United Nations, 
with nothing at all to show for all the 
flatulence, they are very conscious of 
being manipulated. They have be- 
gun to realize that aside from their 
value as a bargaining-chip, they are 
merely an irritant to die Arab world. 

The some 800,000 Palestinians 
who became displaced persons after 
1948 initially fled to neighbouring 
Arab countries, but their dispersion 
finally led most of them to Saudi 
Arabia and the Gulf states. There, 
they were foreigners. The Palesti- 
nians belong to the Levant, a com- 
pletely different geopolitical area. 

Whatever the differences that di- 
vide them, Palestinian from Egyp- 
tian, Egyptian from Iraqi, Iraqi from 
Syrian, the northern Arabs are un- 
ited in the acknowledged recognition 
of the superiority of their attain- 
ments, intellectual, social and poli- 
tical, over those of the Gulf Arabs.

THE OIL weapon wasn’t first bran- 
dished, as the popular view has it 
(quantum physics operating again), 
at tiie time of the Yom Kippur War 
of October 1973. The sword was 
initially unsheathed in 1971, when an 
OPEC meeting in Teheran forced an 
upward revision of prices by the 
threat of an embargo on oil exports. 
The Arab-Israeli conflict, and more 
important, the plight of the Palesti- 
nians, have for the most part been 
lost sight of in the brouhaha over 
prices, production levels, financial 
surpluses, arms transactions; recycl- 
ing of revenues, and other alterca- 
tions in the years since the 1973 
embargo was imposed. . 

When the West abdicated its re- 
sponsibilities in a rush of post- World 
War II anti-colonialism and resul- 
tant chic support of revolutionary 
movements, it amply was a loss of 
nerve, not oil. OPEC may be an evil 
genie, but it is not an invulnerable 
giant. More and more OPEC mem- 
bers now cheat on the cartel’s price 
and production policies. 

Where does the*Israeli- 
Palestinian dispute fit into this sce- 
nario? 

THE MURDER of Fahd Kawasmc 
has demonstrated to the Pales tinian* 
that a revolution devours itself. Nor 
are. they unaware of the cynicism 
behind the swift reaction of Syria's 
President Hafez Assad when he 
announced, only eight days after 
Kawasme's death and the angry anti- 
Syrian denunciations following it.

Israel towards its greatest error since 
taking at face value the notorious 
three Khartoum “noes” after the 
1967 war. 

Israel was created 36 years ago so 
that tiie Jews could finally be at 
peace: for 36 years they have fought 
one long war. For those same 36 
years, the Palestinians have never 
been accepted by their fellow Arab 
states; they have only been exploited 
as instruments to further alien 
causes. Nothing at all has been 
gained for them.' By now, the 
Palestinians may well be ready to 
treat with their enemies rather than 
their friends. 

If, after being a stateless refugee 
for 36 years, more than 17 of them 
under an occupying power, Jamil 
Hamad can still call for mutual toler- 
ance and understanding, and if 
Asher Maniv sees so clearly what 
those years have done to his people 
as occupiers, a modus vivendi should 
not be impossible. In one of the 
greatest poker-games of history, the 
Palestinians and the Israelis could 
call the bluff of the super-powers,

ANOTHER writer in The Jmudan 
Post recently observed that naivete 
can be lethal, but so can blind ob- 
stinacy. This may be our last chance, 
to act upon the statements of a man 
conceivably among the greatest Jews 
of all time, fha«n Weizmann was a 
prophet and thinker on a level with 
Isaiah. 

“Certainly we have rights in Pales- 
tine,” he said.

He 
believes and practises the old 
prophetic admonition of Isaiah - 
ll Lo b’chayil v’lo b’koach, ela 
b'ruchi..." Netanya has long been 
plagued by a market-place atmos- 
phere on the Sabbath because of 
Saturday football in the very heart of 
the city. The people of Netanya 
could find no solution, until Rabbi 
Lau came on the scene. 

Five years of perseverance, per- 
suasion and economic logic on the 
part of Rabbi Lau finally paid off and 
even paid high dividends. Instead of 
Sabbath football, Netanya changed 
to Friday football and practically all 
residents are happy. What is more. 


Rabbi Lau's popular victory is snow- 
balling throughout the country . 

True, Rabbi Lau’s victory is not a 
complete solution, but it is an auspi- 
cious start. What is important is thaliCl 
there is now consensus in Netanya 
and mutual respect between the 
Orthodox and the non-religious ele- 
ments. 

How long must it still take the 
advocates of religions coercion to 
awaken to the -truth that the -use of 
pressure tactics is the negative 
approach, whereas Rabbi Lau's 
method is tbe positive approach. 
Advocates of stone throwing harden 
the hearts and the wills not only of 
tiie anti-religious elements of Israel 
society, but also of the non-religious 
liberal-minded multitudes who are 
more apt to listen to reason and 
logic, but are repelled by strong-arm 
methods and blind hatred.
